Empire State Sure for Cleveland—His 
Quny-ship Doesn’t Feel W ell. 
N ew Y ork, Oct. 28.—A feeling of cheer­ 
fulness pervaded

In fact, 
President Cleveland’s visit seem s to have 
Infused new vigor into th e cam paign.

Yesterday th e editor of tho Journal re­ 
ceived th e following letter dated P ittsburg:

D udley to look after the w orkingm en and 
will em ploy the sam e m eans in behalf of 
H arrison th a t he used to defeat Morrison 
two years ago. His speeches on the tariff 
are sim ply to cover up the desperate tactics

th e cause of protection during the pres u t 
cam paign. 
J lie following are tho excerpts 
from tho letter w hich Mr. Cake gave out 
today: 
No explanation is necessary as to the 
course taken by P. A. 300. If the m em bers 
th in k they are light, th a t is sufficient tor 
me. so lorn as the ai tion taken does not in ­ 
terfere w ith the w orking of the a>sembly. 
I have not questioned the course taken by 
your m em bers, and I regret th a t i hey should 
deem an explanation necessary after all I 
have w ritten on th is question, p e t m e say an 
assuring word as to m y course in this cam ­ 
paign. I am not free to advocate either 
party and have not done so by word, act or 
intim ation. You are at perfect liberty to

INDIANA SAFE FOR CLEVELAND. 


P rohibition Canvass 
Vigorous and 
Gains Drawn from R epublicans. 
L o u is v il l e , Oct. 26.—M. E. Sliiel, secre­ 
tary and district com m itteem an of the Pro­ 
hibition party, said today to T h e G l o b e 
correspondent: "W e polled 9000 votes in 
Indiana two years a g a Tiffs year we will 
m ake it 25,000. Our gains are from the 
Republicans and will certainly m ake the 
th e State go D em ocratic bv a big m ajority. 
Rev. J. S. Hughes, our candidate for gov­ 
ernor, has m ade an active canvass over the

TIDAL W AVE IN ILLINOIS. 


General Palm er Declares Re W ill Be 
Elected Oovevnar. 
S t. L o u is, Mo., Oct. 24.—T he biggest 
kind of a political tidal wave appears to be 
rising in Illinois, on which General John M. 
Palm er is alm ost certain to ride into the 
n ex t governorship. 
H e is m aking tile grandest canvass th at 
has ever been w itnessed in the State, and 
tile great body of voters am ong the labor 
organizations and large num bers of the Re- 
puuhcan farm ers are com ing over to him on 
th e issue of the State protecting her own 
citizens. 
Tins is a declaration of w ar aga nst tile 
P inkerton and other private 
poffee and 
detective systems th a t have alm ost usurped 
th e functions and superseded the State 
police otlicers in the discnarge of their 
duties. 
Palm er has m ade a thorough canvass of 
tho State, has delivered over loo speeches, 
and crowds ranging from 10,000 to 30,000 
h a\ e greeted him everyw nere. 
T here is nothing of the enthusiast about 
him , and during the cam paign he lias not 
show n a sanguine spirit until last night at 
A lton: he declared him self on th e outlook, 
announcing for th e first tim e th a t ho feels 
confident of being elected. He said: 
‘‘If your chairm an had produced 60 days 
ago th a t I would Le the next governor of 
Illinois I would alm ost have thought him 
era y. B u te o days brines m any changes, 
and in view of m y experience for th® last 
tw o m onths, and reliable inform ation I 
have received, I believe the prophecy and 
th in k I will he tho next governor. I have 
travelled all over Illinois, visited all parts 
of tile State, know how the crops are, where 
corn yields 
m ost 
to 
tho acre, w here 
w heat threshed out most, 
and w here 
{lie chinch bugs did tile m ost damage. I 
have been listened to everyw here kindly, 
respectfully, and w ith more than tho usual 
degree of im partiality. I know where tile 
heaviest changes am ong voters are occur­ 
ring. and I have no doubt but I will be 
elected.” 
General Palm er sneaks a t E ast St. Louis 
tom orrow night, and will devote the entire 
closing w eeks of th e canv ass to Chicago and 
Cook 
county am ong th e great mass of

H EW ITT FOR CLEVELAND. 


B e Dispels AU Doubt In a Very Plain 
Letter. 
N ew Y ork, Oct. 25.—In a letter to th e 
chairm an of a ratification m eeting tonight. 
Mr. H ew itt defended his position regarding 
the national D em ocratic tick et by referring 
to his speech in th e House. M arch 30. 1882, 
in favor of free raw m aterials and a revised 
tariff. He adds: 
"G rover G eveland posses es the confi­ 
dence of th e masses, because lie has earned 
it by his unsw erving honesty, his courage 
aud his iu d -pendente, 
th e nam e of Alien

T he leading topic of discussion in th e pa­ 
pers is tile sitting of th e P arnell com m is­ 
sion, w hich, after a form al opening some 
tw o weeks ago, has begun busine.-** in ear­ 
nest. Sir R ichard W ebster, th e attorney 
general, occupied all the week by his open­ 
ing speech. T he Tim es has been ordered to 
produce the forged loiters and to e leaguo to 
produce its books. T he first bae been com­ 
plied w ith, the books have not yet been 
placed before th e court. 
W hen the l ’arnell commission resum ed 
its 
sitting. 
W ednesday, 
Sir 
Charles 
Russell, counsel for Mr. Parnell, dem anded 
tile production of certain letters w hich the 
Tim es possessed, and which were alleged 
to have been w ritten by Mr. Dillon. Mr, 
Biggar and other m em bers of P arliam ent. 
He said th at M r.Soam es.the Tim es' solicitor, 
lias filed an 
affidavit affirm ing th a t the 
Tim es had received tile docum ents from an 
A m erican nam ed Roberts; th a t some of 
them proved to lie bogus, aud th a t on this 
account they had not been used in the 
O’D onnell case. Tiffs adm ission th a t some­ 
body was supplying th e Tim es w ith forged 
letters, said Sir Charles, had a direct bear­ 
ing upon the P arnell Egan forgeries. Tho 
docum ents m ust therefore be produced. 
A ttorney G eneral W ebster held th a t the 
docum ents dem anded w eie not m aterial to 
tim issue. The aihdavit of Mr. Soatnea 
showed clearly th a t somebody had been 
trying to trick the Tim es, and know ledge 
of the trick had been com m unicated to Mr. 
P arn ell’s solicitor. The court ordered th a t 
tile d< a m e n ts tie produced. 
Sir Charles Russell thou asked for par­ 
ticulars of the charges against Mr. Parnell 
and those involved w ith him . 
Michael 
D avitt claim ed tho right to speak for him ­ 
self. The court assented. 
Justice H annon, tho president of the com ­ 
mission, said the cot rt was of the opinion 
th a t all the p art culars were being given 
w hich woie required. 
The attorney general inform ed tho court 
th a t tile other s do still continued to dis­ 
obey the order for tho production of the 
league’s bonk l ooks. 
Justice H annen intim ated th a t if the re­ 
fusal to produce th e books was final, tho 
court won id h aro recourse to its powers to 
com pel their production. 
Att! rney General W ebster then contin­ 
ued th e presentation of the T im es’ caso, 
m aking a fu rth er review of t lie articles on 
"Parnellism and Crim e.” He declared th a t 
evidence would bo adduced proving til it 
Mr. Parnell knew th at P atrick I'gan bad 
supplied Sheridan and Boy ton w ith funds to 
E n u lile T h e m to P ro m o te O u tra c e s , 
Sir R ichard W ebster quoted from a letter 
of Patrick Egan, in which th e w riter sent 
8250 for the paym ent of m en who had com ­ 
m itted outrages, aud said th a t evidence 
would be adduced to prove th a t Mr. P arnell 
knew th a t E gan had supplied Sheridan 
and Boy ton Nyitll funds to enable them to 
prom ote outrages. He would not suggest 
th a t Mr. Phrnell knew the particular indi­ 
viduals who were to be attacked. I u t ho did 
know th a t outrages were a p art of tho 
eague’s system . Prior to the Phoenix P ark 
m urders, Mr. 
Parnell nettlier did 
nor 
said 
anything 
in 
condem nate n 
of 
the crim es 
perm itted 
by m em bers of 
the league. 
When Mr. Parnell ap p alled 
in the w iness box he would ask him w hat 
im hail ever di ne to nut down a a s of vio­ 
lence fie ore May. 1882. the m onth in which 
Hie Ph i nix Park m urders occurred. Tho 
issue, ofter the m urders of tho m anifesto 
reprobating them , signed bv P arnell. Dillon 
and D avitt. was only done under necessity. 
W hen tile question arose regarding Mr. 
P arnell’s control of his com rades, Mr. P ar­ 
nell declared ih at thoro w ere some m en 
who m ust bo let out of prison, and lie 
nam ed B rennan, tile late secretary of the 
league, as one of those who m ust either be 
kent out oi Ireland or in prison. All tiffs 
showed th a t Mr. Parnell had a thorough 
know h dire of th e sources of violence. 
The attorney general further accused Mr. 
Parnell of possessing crim inal knowledge 
regarding the use of vast funds by the 
league for crim inal purposes. 
Accounts 
published by the Dublin F reem an’s Journal 
give the receipts of th e Land ! e igue from 
October, 1879. to October, 1881, as $724,- 
460. Only 224,385 of this sum was ac­ 
counted for. Howr was the rem aining S500,- 
000 applied? Did Mr. Parnell know the us s 
to which this large su n was devoted .’ Was 
it so expended th a t its distributors did not 
dare to give an open statem ent? 
lf the league was a constitutional associa­ 
tion. why should its books be rem oved to 
London, there to disappear? Some item s of 
account could be ti aced which disclosed 
Mr. 
Parnell’s relations w ith m urderous 
associations—for instance, a check for £500 
sent to Mr. Byrne aud one for $176 sent to 
Quinn. 


THE “ IN F O R M E R ” FOUND. 


I d e n tity of th e T im e s ’ C h ief W itn e ss. 
L ondon. Oct. 27.—The Irish party have 
learned th a t tho land league clerk who co­ 
caine chief inform er to the Tim es is a m an 
nam ed Phillips. He was engaged in the 
office of the land league before’ its suppres­ 
sion. He carne to London yesterday and 
w ill be one of th e first witnesses called for 
th e Times. By reading betw een the lines 
of Sir R ichard W ebster's address, tho Irish 
leaders aro able to toll pretty closely who 
the traitors* to tho cause are, but nobody 
know s yet who is com ing from Am erica to 
bolster up the Tim es case. Mr. Campbell, 
Mr. P arnell’s priva e secretary, said yester­ 
day he 
understood the Tim es lead five 
Am erican witnesses, and gave em phatic 
denial to the reports circulated here th a t 
P atrick Egan and Devoy w uld ho am ong 
them , as did also other Irish m em bers in ­ 
terested in the case. 
Still from the stress laid by W ebster on 
the A m erican connections of th e league, it 
is evident t *at lit) intends to produce w hat 
he behoves to be im portant testim ony from 
tbat. side of Hie water.

I fifth—Ollie 1*1 Grades af W inter 
W heat end Oats. 
W ashington. Oct. IO.—The October crop 
returns show th a t th e conditions of tho 
pre-ent cora crop has boon equalled only 
three tim es in IO years, and Is exceeded 
jnaterialfy only by th a t of 1979, when the 
condition was 98. and th e subsequent ascer­ 
tained yield 28 bushels. 
The present aver­ 
age of condition is :>2, acrainst 94,2 in Sep­ 
tem ber. There has been no decline in the 
Northwest, and th e status of the great com 
surplus States rem ains as on Septem ber 
I. The indications favor a result ranging 
little from 20 bushels per acre, m aking a 
full average. 
The condition of buckw heat has declined 
heavily from 93.7 last m onth to 79.1. m ain­ 
ly from frosts. 
T he average condition of 
the potato crop is about 87, a decline of 
four points. Tobacco has fully m aintained 
the condition of th e last m onth, averaging 
for all kind* 88.3. 
The returns relative to w heat are those of 
yield per acre by counties. As consolidat­ 
ed. the general average for w inter w heat is 
12 bushels per acre. and for spring w heat 
slightly over IO bushels. The form er has 
yielded better th an tho early expectation, 
the latter lunch worse, This of course is 
pi asured bushels. The quality is m uch 
below tho average, which will still further 
reduce the supply, as will bo shown more 
exactly hereafter from tostim ony of in ­ 
spection and m illers’ weights. The w inter 
w heat averages of States of considerable 
productions are:

B ulletin No. 6 of th e Ohio Agricultural 
E xperim ent Station is issued by the agricul­ 
t u r is t ^ the «tath n J. irem o n t H hkm nn, 
aud gives the results of this season’s experi­ 
m ents in the cultivation of wheat. The ex­ 
perim ents include a com parative test of «3 
to ca led varieties of w heat, seeding with 
different quantities of seed, vowing earlv 
and late, planting at different depths, and 
various method* of planting. 
i lie. following is a s m . ary of the results: 
W hile the thick and thin seeding shows good 
results in favor cd light seeding, we do not 
recom m end for general practise less than 
Jive pecks, nor more than seven. 
South of tho 4 )st parallel w> believe th at 
w heat should be sowed after the lo th of 
be; t«ml>er. but th e northern section will 
bear earlier sowing. 
So far as tested, th e depth of seeding 
w ithin reasonable lim its doe* not affect the 
yield. 
Thorough preparation of T h e seedlied is 
one of the great * sseut als towards securing 
a good crop. Plough early, stir the ground 
thoroughly and cdten, m ake the surface 
sm ooth and lei el. so th at w ater will not 
stand in low places, then put the w heat in 
w hen th ■ ground is in good, lr able condi­ 
tion. not too wet. and nature will finish the 
Work w ithout fu rth er aid. 


The Indiana station reaches those conclu­ 
sions: 
ih e f equent poor w heat crops are not 
w holly due to unfavorable weather. They 
Bro caused largely by soil im poverishm ent 
through bad farm ing, as well as by sowing 
aced of the less hardy varieties of wheat. 
Tho average yield of w heat, and of other 
crops as wel., may be considerably increased 
lev judicious crop rotation, liberal use of 
m anures and careful selection of seed. 
The resu ts of our experim ents with thick 
and thin seeding show th at at least six 
peck* of w heat to th e acre should be sown 
on laud of m edium fertility. Thin seeding 
alm ost invai ably suffers m st from severe 
winters. W ith ©arlv sowing on rich laud, 
four or five pecks of seed m ight answer. 


Tho Germ antown Telegraph m akes the 
following comm n u on the report from the 
Ohio E xperim ental Station: 
In these experim ent* the Buckeye seed 
drill has been used. They were commenced 
in 18,« and so have continued through a 
period of seven years. From acom pavative 
table it is interesting to note th at the resuits 
have not been so uniform that the result 
from one year would have been a reliable 
guide. Of the seven years included in the 
trial, in 1880, three pecks produced the best 
results; in 1883 aud 1384. five pecks, while 
in 18<8,1879, 1887 and 1883. seven peeks 
produced th e best ri-u lts. Taking the en ­ 
tile period of seven years and the average 
shows a m arked advantage I rom the use of 
seven pecks oilseed. The highest lim it of 
production is found to i e from seven pecks 
of seed four out of the sew n year-, and 
w hat is a singular fact is, t oat alter three 
years there is a gradual decrease of product 
w ith the increase of seed, which is not the 
fact in either of the other years, save 1880. 
l o b u h 1883 and 18 4. seven picks of seed 
produced very nearly the same as the five 
picks w ith a largely reduced yield for six 
pecks, it m ight, from the above results, be 
inferred th a t the use of seven i ecks of seed, 
ail things considered, is more pi off table 
th an ar. 
other qu an t:ty in seeding fur 
w heat, although th e station has not yet, so 
Jar ax we have noticed, expressed any very 
decided opinion, leaving the farm ers to 
judge for them selves, having the figures be­ 
fore them .—^Germantown Telegraph.

Ju st now the large advance in th e price of 
w heat causes m uch to lie said and printed 
about the prospects of very high prices for 
bread, as if it were a calam ity to be dreaded 
—a dark cloud w ith no silver lining. Quite 
the reverse. First, let it be r* m em bered 
th a t tho agricultural people are by far the 
m ost num erous cla-s in the country. 
Sec­ 
ond, th a t prosiierous agriculture is the real 
basis of prosperity in nearly all other kinds 
of business. If farm ers do not buy goods 
and m anufactures 
liberally, and supply 
business to railways, railw ay em ployes can­ 
not prosper: tho great num ber of peoolo 
m anufacturing iron and steel and other 
railw ay supplies, 
cannot 
lie paid good 
wages, even if em ployed at a ll; m erchants 
sell fewer goods, and their employe* have 
th eir tim e and wages cut down. Manu­ 
facturers in all departm ents soil lens of 
th eir products and employ fewer w orking­ 
m en and w orking women, and m ust pay 
them ew er wages. 
A careful ex an i’nation will show th a t it is 
th e money expended by farm ers and their 
fam ilies which pa-aes from one class to an­ 
other in nearly every departm ent of busi­ 
ness, trade and m anufacturing 
The SHOO 
dug out of th e soil, which is the real source 
of wealth, passes through the whole routine 
of th e busine s of the country. Even the 
banks, the insurance companies, etc., all 
have som ething to do in handling this $10u. 
each raking a greater or loss percentage of 
it, until the last dollar and penny is divided 
up. 
Even th e bootblack on tho street 
corners is iii for a share, for if people are 
not m aking m oney in business (in handling 
this 8 (00) they do not get their shoes 
blocked. W hat is said of th e SIDO, applies 
to th e entire sum produced and expended 
by th e farmers. 
Again, 
though alt farm ers do not raise 
wheat, yet a higher price for this staplo 
grain, affects ana increases the value of alt 
other farm products. Corn, oats, barley, 
rye, pork and beef, are higher today be­ 
cause of the higher price of w heat We 
need not stop to show why and how this is 
so. but it is a dem onstrable fact. For the 
pupn*e of this 
talk, we m ay therefore 
reckon all farm ers as growers of wheat, or 
som ething equivalent, eunal to an average 
of say OW bushels of w heat each. 


w h e a t AT 75 CENTS AND A T $2. 
If a farm er has OOO bushels of w heat, or 
som ething equivalent, of which lie can 
sp ire JOO bushels, if it brings 75 cents a 
bushel iii Chicago, the avo ago price on 
farm s is only about co cents, and his salable 
400 bushels bring bun 8240. But it costs 
him at least -to cents per bushel, or SI no to 
grow mo bushels, so he really has left only 
880 of profit lo expend in the purchase of 
goods and m anufactures an other outlays. 
Now suppose w heat to average $1,75 a 
bushel in Chicago and 82 iii Eastern cities. 
This m akes the prico on the farm s $1.00 
per bushel. D educting the cost of 40 cents 
for growing, and the larm er’s 400 bushels 
yield li m a net profit of $520, instead of 
880. This ex tra profit of $440 he can ex­ 
pend in buying m erchandise, im proved im ­ 
plem ents and good stock, in paying interest 
on m ortgages, in riding on railways, etc. 
Every branch of business, of trade and of 
manufac ture gets a share in this $440 of 
ex tra profit to th e farm er. 
ABOUT T H E D E A R B R E A D . 
Bread is very properly called th e “staff of 
lite.*' It contains, more th an any other 
abundant food, all necessary elem ents for 
nil:can existence and grow th, and for sup­ 
plying strength of body and m ind. 
Its 
gluten is of the same com position,or ha* 
the chief nourishing elem ents 
which are 
applied by lean meats. Its starch supplies 
the same elem ents as fat m eats—for keep­ 
ing up w arm th in tho system. 
The ave rage annual consum ption of bread 
by one individual is jnstabout w hat ism ade 
from one barrel of ' our or from 4tz bushels 
of wheat. B ut for the present we will sup- 
po e the great mass of people, the m echan­ 
ics. the operatives in m anufactor es, in 
th e mines and furnaces, and the day labor­ 
ers, etc., average five bushels of w heat con­ 
sum ed per annum . To these people, and ail 
bread enters the difference between wheat 
at $1 a bushel and $2 a bushel, or between 
75 cents and $1,75 in Chicago, is only $5 in 
a whole year, or only one cent and two- 
thi ds a day. To the operatives earning $5 
a week, the $2 a bushel tor w heat m eans 
bl wee s' work instead of 60 wee s.or a tax 
of only about, 10 cents a week c n his wages. 
To the day laborer earning $J a day, the 82 
a bushel for w heat moans ,05 days labor in 
a year instead of DOO days, or 98 ‘ a cents a 
day instead of IOO cents. To the skilled 
m echanic earning $2.50 a day. it m eans 
only two extra days, work in a whole year, 
or $2.48! a cents a day instead of $2.50, So 
$2 a bushel for w heat instead of $ l, or 
$1.00 instead of OO cents, is an extra tax 
upon 
the great mass of consum ers of 
scarcely $5 a year. or only 12.i cen ti a day! 
To the farm ers of this country, this 82 a 
bu-hei instead of f t . or $1.75 instea I of 75 
cents (in Chicago) or 81.co in Hie country 
instead f ai) cents a bushel, m eans an extra 
net profit of $-140 a year. 
And m ark this: It tho farm ers have this 
profit, or even half of it. it m eans, as shown 
a; ove a great stim utes to all kinds of busi­ 
ness and m anufactunng: which is equiva­ 
lent to saying ii gives higher wages, and 
vastly more em ploym ent to the great arm y 
of Dread consum ers who have to buy it.

B re e d in g a n d F e e d in g —A F a rm e r W h o 
any* “ e ra * * I* K ing.** 
Theodore Louis, a t a last W inter’s Farm ­ 
er’s Institute, gave th e following condensed 
advice on the subject of sw ine culture: It 
was once proclaim ed th a t cotton is king.and 
later th a t corn is king; but I say th a t grass 
is king. I have an experim ent in swine 
raising w hich is a'shoet anchor to sustain 
me in my argum ent against corn as th e chief 
fol d for hogs. Nix shoats of sam e age size 
and breeding.-were taken. T hree were fed 
on m ilk, m iddlings, clover, oats and other 
farinaceous food; th e rem aining three were 
fed on corn. The latter w eighed heavier, 
but the form er m ade better pork—a streak 
of lean aud a streak of fat. as th e Irishm an 
s a d - a n d the breaking strain of th e bones 
of Hie corn fod was from 46 per c e n t to 50 
per cent. lower than th at of the m ilk and 
grass fed. The hog is not a filthy anim al; 
lie is by nature tile cleanest of the dom estic 
anim als. If you have filthy hogs they have 
a filthy keeper. Hogs should be kept In 
clean pens, should be fed well, should be 
warm ly housed in w inter. G reat care should 
be taken of sows in breeding season, A 
quiet place should be provided for them . 
BREED ONLY FROM MATURE STOCK, 
thoroughbreds; m ueh of the present trou­ 
ble comes from breeding from im m ature 
stock. Kind treatm ent will firing great re­ 
sults; vicious treatm ent m akes vicious ani­ 
mals. Both sires aud dam s should he intel­ 
ligent. large and strong. If the dam is of 
the right iud, keep her five or six years. 
T reat Kindly and givo good care, lf you by 
carole sness (not bad luck) Jose early lit­ 
ters, you lose your best pro fit If your dam s 
aro of good stock ana properly kept, you 
will have r< od hugs. At tim e of gestation, 
especial care should be given to dam s; food 
and drink m ust be properly and regularly 
supplied. Breed in Apr:!; ill M ardi if you 
are well prepared. At tim e of birth be on 
hand but do not be hasty; have all things 
quiet and in readiness, ll pen has been 
prepared, supply it w ith fine, clean straw , 
hut let th e m other m ake her own bed. 
Keep pen clean. Do not feed her heavy the 
first th ree days. 
Then increase. 
Leave 
Slacentain pen 12 hours, and if it has not 
isappcared, rem ove It. Special care for 
udder is necessary. Leave pigs tv th dam 
three nu u t s; let them eat w ith her from 
trough. I feed sows dry feed, aside from 
swill. 
NEVER FEED SOUR SWILL. 
It is poison. Always have feed ground. 
You can afford to pay the toll. In w inier 
steam the feed. Don’t Jet hogs go w ithout 
salt: also have charcoal ana ashes where 
they can have access to th rn. I'h a v e Po- 
land-Cbm a hogs. Anv thoroughbreds are 
good. If you import, nave hogs quarantined 
until you know there is no disease. 
Clover 
m ases fine pasture for hogs, hut let them 
have pletily of charcoal. 
Do not w inter 
hogs. It does not pay. Hogs should gain 
nine pounds a week from b irth ; 250 pounds 
is the w eight for best pork. The best trough 
i< m ade V-shaped, one 2x6 and one 2x 8, as 
long as necessity requires. Pens should be 
7x8 feet, 5 feet high in front, 7 feet in back. 
Door, 2x4V2 feet.—[St. Louis Farm er.

We have had so m uch rain and cool 
w eather lately th a t celery has grown un 
usually well. All of it th a t we intend for 
use before New Years should now be banked 
up full, taking care to do this only when 
th e celery is quito dry, and to late celery 
we should throw some earth, on either side 
of the row. by a plough or hoe. then gather 
the leaves of each head close together with 
one hand and pack the soil around it with 
th e other, B ooro earthing up celery pull 
away all spotted or w ithered leaves, for, if 
left, they will be sure to rot an a often tain t 
otiiers th at are perfectly fresh. A few de­ 
grees of frost won’t h u rt celery ; the leaves 
may wilt in tho morning, but after they 
thaw out they will be plum p and fresh 
enough. But never touch celery w hile it is 
w et or frozen. I ne\ or lift celery to store it 
for w inter before the m iddle of November, 
but in more severe localities this should be 
done sooner, say before we are likely to 
have 3ix or IO degrees of frost. Storm..' cel­ 
ery too soon is apt to rot it. lf you are afraid 
of to > hard float before the proper tim e for 
storing come 1 ust oank up the earth a little 
higher about the plants. 
SPINACH IS AN IMPORTANT CROP NOW 
and we should strive to keep up a supply of 
it as long as we can. From a sowing 1 made 
August 9, we have been gathering capital 
spinach since, over three weeks, and it is 
still bearing a hea\ y crop of leaves.

using m anure. If m anaged right, every 
anim al will retnrn a great portion of the 
cost of his feed in m anure. 
Then the 
uestion of profit in rearing 
calves depends, in a great m easure, upon 
the calf itself. If be is a good. large, sound 
anim al, of a vigorous constitution, de­ 
scended from a long line of hardy, vigorous 
ancestors noted for th eir tendency to lay on 
flesh, he will be m uch more likely to pay 
for his keep than if ho is a feeble scrub, 
descended from ancestors of like constitu­ 
tion and character. 
Hence we m ust conclude th a t the answ er 
to the question of the profit of rearing 
calves for beef depends largely upon the 
calf, and the way he is treated from birth 
to death, or, in other words, upon the calf 
and th e m an who rears him.

T he cold nights are com ing on. and it Is 
tim e to rem ove all unnecessary fram es from 
th e hives, By the use of a division board 
crowd the bees Into one end of th e hive, 
leaving the fram es h alf an Inch apart. 
Only fram es enough should be left in the 
hive to hold the bees com fortably. The 
bees have to depend upon th eir own bodily 
heat to keep them selves warm , and th e 
larger the space th a t contains them tho 
more liable will they be to become chilled 
to death, and less ventilation can be given. 
T he division board should bo clo sefittin g 
and m ade double, so it can bo filled w ith 
chaff 
or some other 
m aterial to hold 
w arm th and guard against sudden changes. 
Before closing the bees in for the w inter a 
hole should be cut through each com b a 
little above the centre to allow th e bees to 
pain from one com b to another w ithout 
going around to the edges of th e fram es, 
w here it is cold, 
FEEDING FOR WINTER. 
If the bees have not sufficient honey to 
carry them through the w inter, leed;ng 
should be resorted to before it becomes too 
cold for them to leave tile cluster. The 
am ount of honey necessary to keep them 
depends m uch upon tho way they are w in­ 
tered. lf put in a cellar where the tem ­ 
p erature ranges between 40 and 45°F, and 
they are kept quiet, an ordinary sw arm will 
not consum e over six or eight pounds, w hile 
th e sam e sw arm outside would need 25 or 
30 pounds. No colony, nndor under any 
condition, had better be put up for w inter 
w ith less than 20 or 25 pounds, and if kept 
out-of doors let 30 pounds be the m inim um 
am ount. If mice or anything elso should 
Keep the bees in a disturbed condition 
during tho w inter, they Mould consum e 
m uch honey although the tem perature of 
the room m ight be well regulated. T he 
best way to supply w nter stores is to slip in 
fram es of well capped honey; but if there 
Is no such honey on hand n o tirn g is b etter 
to feed them th an granulated sugar reduced 
to the consistency of honey. 
WINTER COVERING. 
A bag m ade of coffee sacking or other 
loose m aterial should be lilied w ith dry 
chaff, bran or saw dust, and placed above 
the fram es in the hive. 'I he ob ect of such 
a bag is tw ofold—it helps to keep the bees 
w arm and absorbs the m oisture given off 
by them . I have seen dead bees clinging 
to th e comb iii th e spring, th a t looked as if 
they had been drowned, and everything in 
the hive was cold, m usty and wet. In such 
cases tho hives w ere covered w ith one 
thickness of cloth and a uoard. 
O ther 
hives covered w ith a sack, as above de­ 
scribed, would com e out as dry as when 
put in, even when w ater had been standing 
in the cellar for m ore th an a m onth.— 
[B ura1 Now V erser. 


No. I red w inter w heat shall be sound, 1 ao. ‘. <>own early in Septem ber, suffered con­ 
siderably on account of heavy rains, which 
com pacted th e k found so m uch as to rof a 
goon deal of th e seed, out as soon as we dis­ 
covered this we unfastened the blank spots 
and-ow ed them over again. H is w ith fail 
sowing a i it is w ith spring sowing. Don’t 
sow seeds deep else they ..ill rot. Ju st ob­ 
serve how nicely the seeds you spill upon the 
ground and which a e not (overed at all 
grow. when those you sowecLso carefully 
in drills aud covered have failed to germ i­ 
nate at all. Sp nach is a pretty hardy crop,, 
but if we wish for a tu e s of it rn w inter w«f 
have got to cover it. This I do w th cold 
frames. 
We can preserve it in the open 
ground by m ulching it over with evergreen 
branches, xtiawy litter or sea thatch; but 
this should never be applied till late rn 
N on mber or Decem ber—just about the 
tim e we expect the m ound lo become ;ro/en 
iu for the w inter. Ii m ulched before the 
g onad is e .clusted by frost, field mica will 
find a shelter there aud com pletely rum the 
crop. 
HOW NICK IT IS TO HAVE SOME LETTUCES 
a ' this tim e of year.

Dfow Is th o T im e

As w ith all other stock, an effort should 
be made to have the offspring ait im prove­ 
m ent upon the parent. 
T here are few classes of stock th a t this 
can be done any easier than w ith sheep. 
and, considering th e advantages, 
at so 
sm all an expense. It is im portant th a t the 
ram should bo of the best breed. A grade 
or cross-bred m ale cannot be relied upon to 
transm it the good qualities of his breed to 
his offspring with anything like uniform ity. 
It is a well-known fact in breeding th a t the 
longer stock have been bred in a certain 
line the better able and the m ore sure they 
are to transm it their good qualities to their 
offspring. So th a t when you are seeking to 
iu ip ro v e y o u rsto ck .it Is im portant to use 
good males. Then w ith care in selecting 
the best ewes a decided im provem ent can 
I e m ade. W ith all cia-sea of stock there is 
no better plan of im provem ent, all things 
considered, than to selee> out the best 
fem ales and m ate to full-blooded males. 
The fem ales a t the sta rt may be scrubs, but 
Hie m ale in every case should be oi good 
stock. If ibis plan of w eeding out the 
poorer fem ales and using ail the best and 
only w ith good m ales is followed sys­ 
tem atically, a very decided im provem ent 
can be m ade, and w ith no class of stock is 
this more evident than w ith sheep, 
Unless you are well prepared to give good 
com fortable shelter to a t least all tho ewes, 
early lam bs will not be desirable, the ram s 
should be kept out of tile (lock a t loast 
until December, lf you intend raising early 
lam bs for m arket it is very im portant th a t 
a good thrifty grow th should be secured. 
and this cannot well be dono unless good 
shelter is provided. 
It is im portant th a t 
the ewes should be in good condition, aud 
bo well fed and sheltered if good early 
lam bs are wanted. 
You m ust com m ence reasonably early in 
the fall, and then feed well during the win­ 
ter, and feed so th a t they will be able to 
provide plenty of m ilk. and secure a good 
start to grow with th e lambs. 
It is better economy to provide good shel­ 
ter and m ake the sheep com fortabte than to 
attem pt to keep them in a good condition 
by feeding, w hile tee risk of loss w ith the 
lam bs will be very largely decreased, 
lf 
reasonably well sheltered sheep will need 
but little grain, and on m ost farm s it is al­ 
ways an item to save grain. Tile differ­ 
ence in the cost of a good rain and a poor 
one is a sm all item in 1 om parison w ith the 
im provem ent th at can be secured w ith the 
lambs. 
And better lam bs Imply better 
sheep, more wool, belter m utton and larger 
profits.

A good m any farm ers in the older States 
are quito confident th a t they m ake some 
money in buying two or 
three-year-old 
steers in autum n or early w inter, feeding 
them their fodder and grain until they are 
good inarketatile beeves, and then selling 
them to th e butcher, who aro equally con­ 
fident th a t they could not m ake anything 
iii raising their own calves, feeding them 
until between tw o and three years, and 
then selling them as beef. 
We have little doubt th a t m any farm ers 
fail to m ake raising calves for beef profit­ 
able by their m ethods of doing it, who 
m ight effect very different results if they 
practised tile very best inethoas. If they «o 
feed and care for th eir calves that, for long 
intervals th e 
aro m aking no grow th, no 
increase in w eight, they aro uot receiving 
proper returns for such feed as they give 
them at such tim es. Worse than this, m any 
calves and steers are so cared for th a i they 
actually fall away, lose flesh som etim es for 
weeks 
and 
m onths 
together 
during 
droughts or severe winters. 
finless farm ers are resolved to provide 
against such contm ^euch s, and to keep 
t e r calves gaining steadily, all the tim e 
from birth until they hand them over to 
the butchers, they hah better not undertake 
to roar the n; better either “deacon’' them 
or m ake veal of them . 
In considering this subject we should not 
lose sight of one fact: that a great propor­ 
tion of the clau t food Iii th e feed consum ed 
by an anim al on tho farm is left on tho 
t irni in i:K excrem ents. All th at is carried 
off is th a t w hich is contained in the carcass 
finally sold to th e butcher. In selling a. 
live -teer weighing 1000 pounds, you only 
sell from the farm 26.6 pounds of nitrogen, 
1.7 pounds of potash, aud 18.0 pounds of 
phos hone actd, 
worth a t m arket rates 
about $6.36. The greatest waste in raising 
calves for beeves is in tile Haste of tho 
m anure which he voids. W hen he runs in 
the pasture th e greater portion of his ex- 
cre.i enta are saved, nut not altogether in 
tho way in which they will do the m ost 
good; iii spots they will lie in too large 
quantities, w hile in other parts of the 
na-ture there will be a deficiency. 
But the greatest loss of plant food occurs 
in the winter, when the anim al is in stab le 
or barnyard, and prop r moans are not used 
to pres rve all th e droppings, both solid 
and liquid, Every farm er who thinks of 
rearing and fattening stock should study, 
very thoroughly the arc of Ii us sanding ana

W hy ope can’t see th a t w inter dairying is 
batter in every respect th an sum m er is a 
m ystery to me. B utter brings a better p ric e ; 
there is no bother of cream getting too sour. 
or its being too w arm ; no trouble keeping 
the butter in good condition till a tub is 
filled, and there is a better yield of b u tter 
w hen cows are fed grain. If tho cows are 
dry they have to be fed enough to keep 
them in good condition, and they are bring­ 
ing no return for it. w hile if giving m ilk 
they will pay for a good, generous ration of 
food, and a good profit besides, and the in­ 
creased richness of the m anure adds ex tra 
profitableness to the land. 
It is m uch 
pleasanter to m ilk in w inter than in sum ­ 
m er; you havo plenty of tim e, are in no 
rush to get a t other work th a t is driving 
you. and can give the calves plenty of tim e 
to drink, and then a Septem ber calf the fol­ 
lowing spring will be as largo as a calf of 
the previous May on the sam e feed. I have 
beard sum m er dairym en m ake the rem ark, 
w hen going by our calf pastures late in the 
fall: 
T here’s some calves th a t will need 
stockings and 
blankets 
to carry them 
through till spring.’’ B ut w hen they see 
them rn spring they won’t believe they are 
the sam e calves they saw in the fall. If 
you try w inter dairying once, you will never 
retu rn to the sum m er sort. 


K e e p in g G rap es. 
E. P. Roe kept Cataw ba, Isabella, D iana 
and Iona by picking on a clear day, using 
grape scissors so as not to handle m uch, re­ 
m oving all im perfect berries arid placing in 
clean, dry earthen jars, in layers a bunch 
deep, and filling the jar in this w ay: Place 
a double sheet of paper over the top layer 
and put on th e lid. Strong, unbleached 
m uslin is pasted entirely over the lid or 
cover of the ja r; w hen the covering has 
fully dried and hardened, tho jars aro 
buried on a dry knoll beyond th e action of 
the frost, a stake being placed over each jar 
to locate it accurately, d ia rie s A. Green 
Bays: "I have k ep t Concords up to January 
by packing in dr? saw dust in m arket or 
bushel baskets. 
A sim ple m ethod is to 
place grape leaves betw een layers of grapes 
as you pick them , or sheetsof paper. H and­ 
some clusters are preserved by cutting a 
piece of the vine w ith them , and placing 
one end of th e vine in a bottle of water, 
also by covering a stem of th e cluster a t the 
point w here cu t w ith wax. Grapes should 
be kept as near th e freezing point as pos­ 
sible, and yet no t freeze.” 


front. Hay and grass follow naturally, and 
later bran can be used. 
In Professor H enry’s experience a calf 
born in fall or w inter is w orth tw o born in 
the spring for profit. A spring calf is so 
young th a t it gets little good from pasture 
the first season, for by the tim e it can fight 
flies sncoessfu ly and crop grass enough to 
really aid in nourishing it w inter is a t hand, 
and it is placed on dry feed. 
The o'licial report of the D enartm ont cf 
Agriculture m akes the area in corn for tho 
crop of this year 76,400,00-»acres, and the 
yield 26 bushels per acre. T his m akes the 
crop I.ooo.ooo.000. being the largest ever 
grown in this country.

A C R O S S T H E S T R E E T . 


Points to be T h ou gh t Of. 
In describing some experim ents for the 
purpose of learning the best way of keeping 
early 
potatoes, H enry 
Stew art 
says : 
“E arly Rose and B urbank wero the kinds 
u se d ; IO bushels of each kind taken up in 
A ugust last, buried iii pits tw o feet deep, 
covered w ith boards, and then w ith the 
two feet of earth taken out; this u as pro­ 
tected by a roof of boards; were taken up 
in perfect condition iu the April following. 
Tho loss of w eight was nothing. 
The 
tubers were flesh and crisp as when dug 
eight m onths before, aud not one eye hail 
started. Ten bushels of the sam e kind and 
crop pu t in barrels and kept iii a ary cellar 
of th e usual kind, out wero not exposed to 
the light. These were exam ined in A pril; 
they wero m uch shrivelled; m any were 
rotten, m ost had sprouted considerably and 
a t the bottom the roots had m atted about 
the tubers. 
Ih e loss by shrinkage and by 
decay was 27 per cent, of the original 
weight. Equal lots pu t in a heap 011 the 
floor were less decayed and grown, but lost 
over 25 per cent, in w eight.” 
Consiaerable of success on the part of 
farm ers depends upon keeping a close eye 
to tlie m arket. The first of any new crop 
will alm ost always com m and a high price, 
and soon after, when there 13 a rush for tho 
m arket, prices rapidly decline. Unless one 
ran be am ong tho first, it is better to bola 
u ntil the prices have passed the last stage 
and come back to a m ore norm al condi­ 
tion. It is the forcing of the m arket m at 
brings low prices, and for th a t reason a 
close watch should be kept of the reputed 
supply and dem and. 
The modo employed by Mr. Henry Lutts, 
who lives in th e northw estern p art of Niag­ 
ara county, N. Y., appears to be an excel­ 
lent ope for his pear orchard. Ho ploughs 
the land during the latter part of August, 
turning the furrows tow ard tho rows of 
trees, and sowing w inter rye, which 
is 
allowed to occupy the ground till the fol­ 
lowing spring, it is then ploughed under, 
turning the furrow s away from the trees, 
Then a dressing of m anure is applied, to re­ 
m ain till August, and plou bcd under, as 
already described. The land thus receives 
every year a double m anuring, first w ith 
stable m anure, and then w ith green rve. 
T he crop of young rye growing on the 
ground in autum n, prevents tile bruising of 
any dropping pears. O ther trees are treated 
in the sam e way. 
Mr. Bates of P arke com ity says ho has 
had better success with sw eet potatoes this 
year in yellow clay soil, than in light sandy 
soil, which is usually regarded as the best 
I for them . Our own experience is sim ilar. 
; W e raised some very 
ll he red Spanish 
fiotatoes on a clayey h ill side. while on 
ovver and sandy ground th e tuber.* were 
sm aller, although th e vines grew more 
' luxuriantly there. These facts, however, 
J do not prove th a t clay soil is alw ays best 
for this crop. Tho season has been a peen- 
' liar one. In a very w et season tho resu lt 
would be quite different and the sandy soil 
would give the better crop iu yield aud 
quality. 
For m aking th rifty calves oats com© next 
to m ilk, eith er ground or 
whole, 
but 
preferably ground, for young calves, since 
they will learn to like them quicker and 
m asticate them better. To get a calf w hile 
y et on skim -m ilk to eat oats it should be 
tied up. and, as soon as fed m ilk, a handful 
of oatm eal, or whole oats even, put iii its 
m outh. At first it will dislike the treat­ 
m ent. bu t soon it will get tho taste and 
readily dispose of a half-pint, placed In a 
little ieed-box 
conveuicnlly located iu

Its 
people read eight different story capers. 
aud 102 papers cater 
to th e agricult­ 
ural. com m ercial and industrial classes.

T his p art,” said one of th e loading editors 
as ho pointed m e to the hieroglyphics com­ 
posing it, “is the brains of the paper, and 
the press is a great m aker of public opinion 
and a strong factor in all governm ental 
m atters in Jap an .” 
’ B ut where are the editors’nam es, said I. 
“The nam es of the real editors of a Japa­ 
nese new spaper,” was th e reply, "are never 
published in the paper, (lu r nom inal edi­ 
tors arc m en of straw , w hom we em ploy for 
th is purpose. 
They get from $20 to $30 a 
m onth as salaries, and they act as proof 
readers cr local reporters.

w henever a paper publishes anything offen­ 
sive to the governm ent its editors and pun­ 
ishers ai © liable to bo Sped, im prisoned or 
oanished. When such is th e case th e nam es 
of these straw enitors are sent in and they 
undergo the punishm ent. 
Of course we 
pay th eir salaries w hile they are in prison, 
hu t th e whole thing 
I* a Farce and a S h a m e ,” 
T he editors’ nam es do not appear on the 
editorial page, they aro in the last colum n 
and last line of the new spaper. They stand 
a t th e end after th e advertisem ents. 
Fol­ 
low ing th e editorials come th e telegram s 
and local news. T hese are m ixed together, 
and there are a num ber of colum ns of them . 
T hen conies the foreign news, and then 
correspondence and letters of travel. 
T he new spaper contents of the large daily 
paper here are m uch th e sam e as a t home. 
T he Niclii Nichi bhim bun or Tokio Daily 
News, w hich lies before m e as I w rite, has 
eight padres. 
It has m ark et reports, giv­ 
ing the rise and fall of tb e stock m arket. It 
records the m ails and th e steam ers due. 
T he m arket prices fill several colum ns and 
it has tw o pages of advertising. Its editor 
tells m e th a t death notices are paid for, and 
I see th a t thege are bordered w ith black. 
The 
Nichi Nichi bhim bun is th e oldest 
paper in Japan. Its first issue was m ake 18 
years ago, and the first copy w as cu t en­ 
tirely in wood and printed from a block. 
The Nichi Nichi Shm ibun office is located 
in th e h eart of Tokio. 
Im agine a large 
two-story stone structure, w ith g reat col­ 
um ns running around its front aud side and 
w ith a fiat, overhanging roof covering its 
two stories, and you have tbe exterior of 
tfio building. The counting rooms, press 
rooms and stereotyping foundry are on the 
ground floor, and the editorial and compos­ 
ing rooms on the floor above. E ntering tho 
counting room you find about tw o score 
m en in gowns silting behind latticew o rk 
screens, before little tables. 
Each has a 
paint brush in his hand and a book of rice 
paper before him . These are the bookkeep­ 
ers of the establishm ent, and it is here 
th a t the advertisers come. A bout threo- 
fourths of the advertisem ents of the paper 
com e unsolicited; th e rest is gathered on 
com m ission. A dvertising rates are low, and 
th is paper charges only seven cents a line. 
Twenty-five words m ake a line in these 
Japanese papers. Mr. Sokt tells m e th a t 
th e Japanese have not been fully educated 
Iii th e use of advertising, but th a t the news­ 
paper advertising increases from year to 
year. The newspapers advertise th eir own 
circulation, and each boasts th a t it has the 
biggest. T hey put ud bulletin boards, but 
they do not cry the papers on tho streets. 
T h e N e w s b o y s of J a p a n 
are hired by the m onth, and $10 a m onth is 
good wages. They are nothing like the 
newsboys of A m erica. Tho sign of the call­ 
ing is a sort of a sheep bell, w hich tinkles 
as they tro t along w ith a bundle of new s­ 
papers sticking out of th e breasts of their

gowns. They w ear bowl-lilce hats w hich 
cover nearly the whole of th eir faces, and 
tile calves of their legs are bare. You hoar 
everyw here 
their 
hells 
tinkling, 
and 
w herever thoro is a bell there is always a 
newspaper. T here are no new spapers on 
the streets, and the papers aro not sold in 
the hotels. T here are few street sales of 
pa; ors, and the m ost of the copies go to 
subscribers. The presses used in rise Nichi 
Nichi Shim bun office are old-fashioned ones 
of Am erican m ake. Tire stereotyping is 
done after the A m erican plan. 
It takes about 150 m en to run th e Nichi 
N ichi ShimDun office, and tile editorial 
roam s contam m any low tables. The edi­ 
tor-in-chief. in Japanese dress, introduced 
m e to a score or more of dark-skinnea gen­ 
tlem en In Japanese growns. who stopped 
wi lting up and down sheets of rice paper 
w ith cam el’s hair brushes as I entered. Tea 
was brought iu in little cups. holding as 
m uch as you could put in the sm allest egg 
cup. A cigarette wa* offered me and a box 
of charcoal put beside m e to light it, We 
chatted for some tim e through th e editor, 
who spoke English, on the changes in new s­ 
paper woik going on over the world. I 
round my rem arks published in the news­ 
paper the next morning. 
On th e sam e floor and adjacent to tho 
editorial room I heard th e tram p of m any 
feet, and I was told the noise cam e from 
the com posing room and th at it was m ade 
by the dozen tioys who were gathering type 


for the compositors. I looked in. The type 
w as arranged in long cases standing on the 
floor propped against each other at an angle 
of 46 degrees in th e shape of a tent. These 
cases were six feet high and from 60 to CO 
feet lotig. and thev were packed w ith type 
In com partm ents like those of an Am erican 
p re-s 
room. 
T he 
printers 
do 
not 
select the type as w ith us. The words 
of an article are gathered before they be­ 
gin to put it together for tb e paper. The 
typo or words for each type r presen's 
a word, are brought in little boxes like 
cigar boxes, arranged in the order in which 
it is to go to the paper, and th e com positor 
sets it up in his com posinh stick. It thus 
takes m uch leg work to get up a Japanese 
newspaper, and these boys have to run 
from one end of th e room to th e other 
ntanv tim es to get th e different ones of th e 
6000 characters w hich go to m ake up the 
Japanese vocabnlary of letters. 
Compositors are paid from $10 to $30 a 
m onth, and it will be interesting here to 
give th e salaries of th e m en em ployed on 
a Japanese newspaper. The editor-ip-clffef 
receives *150 a m onth, and tbe other m en 
connected w ith the editorial room range 
from th a t down to $30 a m onth. Reporters 
receive from $15 to $20 a m onth, and for­ 
eign correspondents get about $50 a m onth. 
Japanese Newspapers are C h e a p . 
T he best dailies cost 30 cents a m onth, or 
a cent and a half a copy. T he papers do not 
m ake m uch money, still they have great 
influence. I was told by one of the m en 
connected w ith th e governm ent th a t th e 
newspapers could m ake or overthrow a 
public m an or m inister in Japan, and pub- 
lie opinion seem s to have as m uch w eight 
here as it has in Am erica. I find the news­ 
paper m en of Japan to be very b right nu n, 
and in fact there is no class o f subjects 
w hich they do not discuss. T heir editorial 
articles com prise finance, com m erce, Chris­ 
tianity and the thousand and one new sub­ 
jects which ave now interesting old Japan. 
The papers are taken by all classes of 
people, from the M ikado to th e Cooley, and 
the num ber of subscribers increases every 
day. Tokio has a press club, w hich m eets 
once a m onth, and w hich frequently enter­ 
tains foreign visitors. 
T here are three English papers published 
in 
Japan. 
T hese 
are 
all 
issued 
a t 
Yokohama, and th eir prices form <iuite a 
contrast w ith those of th e Japanese news­ 
papers. They cost 20 cents a copy, or from 
$18 to $25 a year, and th e new s in them is 
alm ost entirely Japanese and 
of other 
foro;gn countries rath er th an America. 
T here is a m ovem ent going on in Japan 
for th e throw ing awny of Chinese ch arac­ 
ters and the adoption of th e sam e alpliAbet 
th a t we use. T here are tw o societies in 
Tokio in favor of som e reform in th is direc­ 
ti. n, and one of them w ants to adopt the 
Japanese alphhabet proper, which consists 
of 47letters. There will probably beach an g e 
to one system or th e other, and I have heard 
it predicted th a t English w ill eventually be 
th e language of Japan. 
I saw a short-hand w riter in one of the 
offices here ta 1-© down Japanese conversa­ 
tion. and I could not see th a t his pot-hooks 
looked any different from those of the re­ 
port* s of Congress. It will be impossible, 
however, for Jap an ever to use tho type­ 
w riter w hile sh© sticks to th e Chinese 
characters. In tho m ean t’m e a large p art 
of th e em pire is learning English, and 
Jap an has the best educational svstem of 
any of the oriental nations. School atten d ­ 
ance is com pulsory, and there are 3,000.000 
children in the public schools. 
More th an 
1 ,000,000 of these aro fem ales, and Japan 
has 142 nigh schools. It has 65 norm al 
schools, and there are about lffOOpuoils in 
the Im perial U niversity here. T here are 
IO! technical 
schools, containing 
8000 
students, and 1853 schools are m ain tain ed 
ny private funds. T he future of Japan it is 
im posible to predict, save th a t w ith this 
system of education it cannot b u t continue 
to advance.

FRENCH LA U NDRESSES. 


C om p etition K etw osn C ity an d S u b u r­ 
ban W a sh e r w o m e n . 
TParis la tte r in St. John Globe.J 
The laundresses of Paris are carrying on 
a Mohican w ar against their colleagues of 
th e suburbs. The latter are in a fair way of 
having a monopoly of tho m aking up of the 
soiled linen of the c ap fu l; this they are 
said to ho able to win by w orking cheaper, 
w hich is not a fact, and wearing the linen 
less, which is equally erroneous. 
George Sands com plained th at so well 
was h er linen done up th at sho had to re­ 
new it five tim es a year. Bhe ought to 
have taken her revenge by patronizing a 
hair shirt, she dressed as a m an and th at 
would have been a penance for any little 
sins at th e sam e tim e. And to think th a t 
Q uem Isabella was taxed w ith extrava­ 
gance because she possessed two linen 
chemises. 
T aking Paris and the suburbs as possess­ 
ing a population of two and a half m illit us, 
and assum ing 40f. a year to be Hie laundry 
bill of eacii inhabitant, that would repre­ 
sent a t tai of lo o ,OOO.OOo.i.OO lr. annually 
for the laundry industry—tho half of which 
sum is divided between the city and the 
suburbs. The several m onster hotels have 
an establishm ent th at they support in com­ 
m on where 12 tons of linen can be handled 
in a day. aud by 1150 "m ale” laundry maids. 
T heta are 300 public laundries or lavoirs, 
in Paris, of which no are floating easie s on 
the Seine and 58 in the suburbs, giving em ­ 
ploym ent to 03.158 women aud 10,003 m en 
—the latter are experts at the sm oothing 
iron, and others m ay say w ith M ontalba, 
their "life is oue dem ’d horrid grind” at 
the m angle. A boating wash-house pavs 
a river tax of lf. per square yard of its bot­ 
tom per v ar. lr contains 12 0 places, repre­ 
sents a capital of 72,000f„ nets 41.0001. 
receipts, the expenses being 17.000f. Al­ 
lowing for ex tra charges, the ow ners m ake 
about 25 per cent, on th eir capital. 
Eacli "place” is let for about I Vs francs 
per day, thou? It taken by tile hour; this in­ 
cludes hot alkaline w ater and other ct 
cetras. The linen is on y washed in these 
establishm ents, some have drying lofts, but 
after being pressed by m achinery the linen 
is placed in a centrifugal m achine and 
whisked into dryness; som etim es it is dried 
by hot air. T he duties accomplished, the 
linen passes into the hands of tit© makers- 
up. A laundress earns about 4 francs a day, 
from 6 in the m orning till 8 in th e evening. 
less one hour for breakfast. 
They and 
bakers supply th e largest percentage of 
death from consum ption 
Tile quarrel is over the petition of the 
Paris laundnes th at claim to be subjected 
to higher taxation, and dem and th e m unici­ 
pality to strike a uniform barrier or octroi 
due of 3 francs per cent, on all made-up 
linen entering the capital. Likely th a t will 
be voted; then the riva s will have an ex­ 
cuse for laying the difference on their 
clients as ever, and m atters will jog on as 
u s u a l . ___________________

A Tailor Who Sakes flis Customers 


Look Like Gamblers. 


London Has tho Most Skilful Cutters 


of Custom Suits.

Men h iv e more interest in their attire 
than they are usually w illing to adm it, 
if 
any m any m an doubts it. let him start a dis­ 
cussion on clothes when n ex t he finds bun­ 
sen in a group of m en aud see how eager y 
the discussion goes on. Tailors arc more 
thoroughly abused th an any other trades- 
m en on earth, and it m ust be a rem arkably 
good one who gives perfect satisfaction to 
his clients. 
"M in n a handsom e m an comes into mv 
shop,” the m ost fam ous and extortionate 
tailor of New York said to me once. "I ice! 
a cold i hill run down my sp ne. for I know 
my chances of satisfying hun are rem ote. 
Tile ugly and absent-m inded men are the 
hest customers. They know nothing about 
tho linos of th e ;r figures, are not particu­ 
larly keen concerning snug-looking waists. 
and never th in k for them selves. W hen a 
custom er begins to exam ine his outline and 
to indulge in silent analysis ana cog tat on 
it m eans trials, tribulations and storm s for 
his ta lur.” 
I doubt, neverthe'ess, w hether Hie cus­ 
tom er is not justified in critic) ing his 
tailor, for. as a rule! the men who m ake 
the cairn n to f m ankind are absolutely de­ 
void of ideas. A short tim e ago I wont into 
tho simp of a New \ c k tailor w ith a friend 
of n in e who wished to try on a su t of 
clothes. The trousers lay in a dozen folds 
over tho instep. They would have h e n 
long enough for a m an on st ills. The cus­ 
tom er looked a t them 
In tile OU*!) t a r n M om ent, 
while the tailor stood off w ith an air of 
hypocritical adm iration upon his sallow 
face. 
"They are not just rig h t,” said tho cus­ 
tomer, uneasily. 
"T hink not, sir?” asked tho tailor, in­ 
credulously. 
"W ell, no; it seems to mo they aro a littlo 
too long. 
"Too long, fir? ” 
"D on’t you think so?” asked tho ens- 
tonier, wit Ii th e nervous indecision which 
always comes on a m an in a discussion of 
tins sort w ith his tailor. 
"Oh, w ell,” said tile tailor, with the air of 
a man who washes his bauds of the whole 
th,na. "of course tastes differ. However, if 
you think tin y are too long EH m ake them 
a littlo shorter. 
How m uch? 
H alf an 
inch?” 
He lieut down w ith a huge piece of red 
chalk in his hand, aud looked up inquir­ 
ing!' at mv friend, 
“Oh, I don’t know : I should think per­ 
haps three- marten* of an inch w ouldn't be 
too m uch.” said the v et in. 
"I rapstivo-eighths of an inch m ight m ake 
them go right, ’ said th e tailor, pondering 
deeply. 
Then ensued a conversation of 
about 20 m inutes’ duration, w hich was sud­ 
denly broken short by the custom er's an ­ 
nouncing h o tly : 
"W ell, who in thunder is building these 
trousers, anyhow ? I’ve got som ething else 
to do besides standing her,'' ill day discuss­ 
ing i m otions of an inch w ith you, ll you 
don't know how m uch shorter to m ako the 
trousers w ithout bothering me to death 
concerning them . why go and find a mail 
who has q head on ins shoulders.” 
This outbreak did not disturb tho tailor 
in the b ast. He shrugged his shoulders and 
then. ris ng. began tho discussion all over 
again concerning the length of sleeves. 
It was an incident Hint was typical of tho 
trade. T ailors are apparently unable to si o 
tho defects m th eir creations until they are 
pointed out to them , and then it is like cart­ 
ing wood u p hill io m anage alterations suc­ 
cessfully. Duce in a while a 'ta ilo r comes 
along who can see 
YVIier* a tia r m e u t In tll-F lttln a r 
ami who quietly goes to work toreniedy tho 
defects, but he is a rare specim en of his 
craft, and hts rew ards are quick and liberal. 
T he cheapest tailors in tho world are un­ 
doubtedly in • onuon.and when their prices 
are taken into consideration they m ay Le 
said to stand at tho bend of th e craft. Luri- 
ourdy enough, all tile best tailors in London 
are from Gcianuuy. Isas th at it is curious 
lr cause tim Germ ans are, in some respects, 
tim m ost unhappily clad m en in Furore. 
New York. Boston and P hiladelphia tailors 
are, in tim judgm ent of m any man who uo- 
▼ute half their lives to their doth', s. supe­ 
rior to any others in the world so lar as tim 
fit of doilies is concerned. 
I know ac least a dozen tailors in New 
York city who can cut garm ents more 
closely to tho figure and til them w ith 
greater actu .acy and skill than any of tho 
< rack tailors of London. 
I do not think 
th a t this fact will be dispu eel. W hat our 
tailors seem to miss s a certain distinction 
of cu t which 
the fi.nglish tail is have 
m astered. I am ’tot fam iliar enough with 
the details of the business to explain fully 
w hat i m ean, except t > say '/h e n a m an is 
dressed by a crack London tailor his clothes 
have an air ol absolute co rm tne-s. 
Fie not 
only looks like a Loud ii fashionable m an. 
but ho also has the appearance of a gentle­ 
man. 
'Hie coat is not 
bob-tailed. Hie 
trousers are not rem arkably loose or re­ 
m arkably tight, and there is en indescriba­ 
ble som ething about th e whole outfit th a t 
suggest* the gentlem an. 
T ake the same m an and put hint in tho 
hands of one of Hie prom inent tailors of 
New York city aud he will corno out with 
clothes perfectly m oulded to tile figure and 
well harm onized in general outline, but 
there is a lac* of distinction about them . A 
clever woman rem arked in my presence 
once to her husband, who stood before us 
in clothes th a t were the pride of New 
York's m ost expensive tailor. 
“The m an m akes good clothes. I have no 
doubt, and you ceria.illy lock as though you 
baa been m elted ami run into th eth iu g sy o u 
are w earing now; but for some reason or 
other every m an th a t jo u r tailor dresses 
looks like a gam bler.” 
"All of the best gam blers, book m akers, 
and sporting m en in tow n,” I said, "an bis 
customers. 
You have seen them at the 
races, and possibly it is th a t w hich lias put 
tim idea into your head.” 
"M aybe it is,” she said, thoughtfully: 
"but his clothes invariably rem ind m e of 
dissipation, the green cloth, a sallow bkiu, 
and it deck of cards.” 
It is undoubtedly true th at 
T h e B e st S#re«se<l M en 
in the world are to be found in London. A 
club m an of th at big English town regards 
his clothes as secondary in im portance only 
to the breath of life. This year they have a 
fad over there for w earing frock coats at all 
tim es. They don't w ear them iii tho early 
m orning, because no fashionable m an is 
seen abroad before 12 o’clock; but once 
they venture out it is a frock coat or noth­ 
ing. I have known many m en in London 
who had from 20 to 50 irock suits cut on 
precisely the sumo pattern and worn on 
succeeding days. 
in every lodging-house and on th e floor of 
every hotel in Hie English m etropolis is a 
m an who is a valet by profession. 'W hen 
you throw off a suit of clothes, he brushes 
it, rem oves any spots, presses out the 
w rinkles, folds it carefully, and puts it back 
into your room am ong your other clothes, 
so that w hen you take it out again it looks 
and feels like a new suit. 
A servant will take care of your clothes 
all week, sew on buttons, 1 ress, iron and 
brush w ith indefatigable enthusiasm , aud 
feel highly p a d if you tip him four shilling.-, 
or 81, a t the end of his seven da s’ work.

“Linen" Pies Prove a Decided Novelty 


in the Cooking Class. 


Mrs. Ewing talked about pies and pastry 
this m orning a t tile School of Domestic 
Economy. Our roaders will be glad to Know 
th a t this high priestess of the culinary art 
does not disapprove of this t hoi oui, Ply 
A m erican dish, does not consider it u n ­ 
wholesome if properly m ade, b ut quite to 
Hie contrary. W hen properly m ade the pie 
is an innocent compound of dough and 
m eat or fruit. This is uoi so unhealthful or 
Indigestible as the average pancake or 
breakfast roll or flaking powder biscuit. 
T his doctrine was very acceptable to tho 
housekeepers present, aud they were pre 
pared to receive her fu rth er explanations on 
the subject with enthusiasm . Certainly if 
every cook could produi e stoch light aud 
itfiVicious com pounds as Mrs. Ewing subse­ 
quently passed around for th e critical in­ 
spection and testing of her au d ien ce.there 
could tie no objection raised in the m ind of 
tile m ost confirm ed dyspeptic. 
In the first p art of tho lecture Mrs. Ewing 
w a, assisted by Mrs. Hayes, who m ade the 
following 
I*le C r u s t , 
T ake a pound of flour and a q u arter of a 
pound of lard. W eigh ilieso out and place 
on the ne. having them as cold as is po sl­ 
ide. 
When ready to use add a littlo salt to 
the Hear. put it in a cliopp.ng tray. add th e 
lard, and cu t it into th e dour till it is finely 
chopped, th e b as being no larger th an 
sm all peas or beaus. 
Do this in as cold a place as possible. Be­ 
fore an upon wind w is a good place. 
When fine enough tak e ice w ater and pour 
a little into th e dour. With a stiver fork stir 
up the w ater and flour, stirring as littlo as 
possible ta m ix the two together. Pour a 
little more w ater in another place ana stir 
this 
in 
and 
so 
proceed 
till 
til© 
whole 
Is 
m ade 
into 
a 
soft 
but 
dry dough. T hen turn and scrape out 
on to th e I. ou red breadboard , w ith a knife 
fold it over into a little m ound and ro llo u t; 
do this over and over again 
T his takes the 
place of kneading, and will reduce the 
dough to the sam e consistency as though it 
were kneaded. The object gained is keep­ 
ing the hands out of the dough, so as to 
keep the l itter as cool as possible. Folding 
ovor aud rolling out three or four tim es will 
bring it to the proper consistency. 
Take a quarter of a pound of nutter and 
have it well chilled oil the ice. It it is very 
wet after this dry it a little on a napkin. 
Cut slices from this, taking about one-half 
th e am ount of b u tter; lay this on tho m id­ 
dle of tho dough 
told the tw o sides over 
oi only. so as to m ake it sm oothly folded iii 
three folds. 
Loll this out and fold it over 
again. Roll th is oui, and add tho rem ain­ 
der of tee b u tter; then told and n il i his a- 
before. \\ lien this lias been done fold iii a 
napkin on a plate and set on tho ice to chill 
thoroughly for tw o or three hours, 
“ A I.Ilion P i e ." 
W hen cold. roll ou:, rolling always w ith 
light strokes from or tow ards you, never 
diagonally. T ake a piece of th e cru st and 
lay it on a tin or grauiie ware pie plato. Do 
not butter the plato. Fold ap a linen nap­ 
kin. folding the edges aud corners tinner, 
and so m aking th e cloth as largr an i hulky 
as possible. Place the upper crust over th s 
aud trim it off. leaving it loose and raised 
up. and do not pinch tho edges together. 
This is now vea ly to i ake. 
When it is thoroughly cooked and nicely 
browned, tak e it out of Hie o-.eu. 'la k e a 
broad-Iiladed knife and Bhp the pie off from 
the plate. Then run the kit to around the 
edges aud lift Hie top crust from the lower, 
Fill Hie pie w ith any preparation youchoose 
and serve. 
A peach pie m ade iii this way is delicious: 
Take it can of pea; bes, hp w iii a sauce pan 
till bolt, sw eeten to taste, and when tho 
crust comes from tho w o n put th e poach 
into it. 
Any other substance or m ixture preferred 
may be used tn tile same way. 
An apple pie is very nice if mado w ith a 
crust of the above p i Ste. Then instead of 
putting in the linen, tak e the apples, peeled, 
quartered aud placed in the crust, w ith no 
seasoning of any sort. 
W hen the nip is 
opened, as in the case of the “linen p e,” 
season by pouring o v e r th e apples u sauce 
made as follows: 
Take the juice of one orange, a littlo 
grated orange peel >a out 
one-third of 
the yellow outer peel!, a bit of salt, and 
sugar to taste, dependent of course upon 
the acidity of 
the anoles. 
Cook these 
together lor a few 
m inutes in a little 
saucepan, and pour over the apples as 
directed alleve. 
Another wa v is to out bits of butter, sugar 
and a little cinnam on over the apple. Tins 
m akes a drier pie than tho other. 
Never cut apples any more than yon can 
help, especially w ith an ted knife, as it hurts 
Hie flavor 
In cooking apple sauce, do not 
stir the sauce so as to destroy tho g raiu o l 
the apple, tor th at hurts the flavor. 
Do not sea-on apples w ith nutm eg, for it 
is too pungent and penetrating 
It is pett­ 
er illy better to flavor fru it w ith fru it juices. 
T hus apples may b * flavored w ith lemon 
juice or orange juice or w ith quince. 
f ie * of I’re ili C liorrin* 
or of fresh berries may be m ade in a deep 
dish w ith no under crust. In the case of 
cherries, wash, pick over and p u tin m th e 
dish w ithout rem oving th e pits. Sprinkle 
ovor aud through th e cherries sugar rn 
which some i our is m ixed. The flour stif­ 
fens Ute juice of the pie. P u t on a top crust 
only and b.ike. 
Fresh berries m ay be used in the same 
way. 
T w o -M I o u t a P i* C ru st. 
Use one pound of flour and half a pound 
of shortening, one-half bu tter and one-half 
lard. Put tho flour on the board, add the 
shortening, cut it in quickly witli the knife. 
P u t in tho w ater aud stir w ith a fork. Press 
Hie bits of shorten ng w ith th e knife, so as 
to in ike cakes. 
P res' lightly w ith tho lo ll­ 
ing nm. leaving the whole iliads light and 
flukey. I .et it cool if you have tim e aud 
then roll into me crust. 
This should bo m ade in a cool, fresh 
atm osphere, tho essential points being to 
keep everything cool, and 
leaving the 
butter, etc., in tho flukey condition de­ 
er! bed. It can bo used at unco. 
This is a very nice crust tor custard or 
squash pie. 
M ake Hie crust a little dry, 
and sprinkle th e inside of the crust with a 
little flour. 
Then, if the oven is hot, th e 
pie will bake on Hie bottom before th e 
m ixture will soak in, P u t in the m ixture 
warm or hot. 
Tho te s t pastry flour is the w inter w heat 
flour. This, .ana some other brands of flour, 
called pastry flour, which tuts less gluten 
and more starch. The gluten m akes the 
pa try tough w hile the more starchy flour 
m akes the pastry delicate and brittle, 
T u f f F a i t * . 
Take a pouud of b u tter to a pound of 
flour. 
Lay the butter in a cold, w et linen cloth, 
and press and work it w ith a ladle till th e 
butter lins become w axy, th a t is, so th a t it 
will roll and stretch undar the rolling pin 
w ithout breaking. 
'Take ail the flour, to which a little salt 
has been added, and an eighth of the b ut­ 
ter. Mix these w ith a little water, as in 
previous instances. Tile am ount of w ater 
can never he prescribed, as it depends on 
the condition of the bour. A who e egg or 
the w hite of ail egg may be added w ith the 
w ater if desired. 
N either Mrs. Lincoln nor 
Mrs. Ewing approved of this, itowever, as it 
does not really add to Hie lightness, and 
gives Hie yellow id o r, aud glazed surface 
winch is characteristic of b ak er’s pastry. 
After th is dough is mado into paste, soft 
ar. it can be to w ork well, it is turned out on 
tho board and worked into shape. Knead 
very lightly, using only the tips of th e 
fingers, adding as little flour as possible till 
it is a clean, sm ooth, elastic dough. Pound 
and roll it out between the knoaaiugs. 
Now roll out th e dough about a quarter 
of 
an 
inch 
thick. 
T he 
paste 
should 
be 
nearly 
square 
in 
shape. 
Tnke the rem ainder of the butter and lay 
it into Hie paste, and fold it over the butter 
tow ards the m iddle from each s de. m aking 
a rectangular ma<s of it. Now you hstve 
buried tins butter out of sight, aud if you 
aro a skilful cook you wilt never catch 
sight of it again. Press a little w ith th e pin 
to get into shape, and m ake it hold to­ 
gether. Then turn over. so th at the th ick ­ 
est p art of th e dough is below aud not on 
top. 
Roll it out. m aking a piece about three 
tim es its w idth. 
Fold the two ends over 
tow ards the m iddle, m aking th ree equal 
folds of it. Press these gently into the pin 
to m ake th e folds hold together, then tu rn 
it around so til at the edges and nor th e fold 
is tow ards you. T his is called giving the 
pastry "a tu rn .”

direct com m unication between said coun­ 
tries, and to encourage such reciprocal 
com m ercial relations as will be beneficial 
to all and secure m ore extensive m arkets 
for the products of each of said countries.” 
E ver since the adm inistration of Presi­ 
dent Mo nbo e succeeding D em ocratic ad­ 
m inistrations have labored untiringly to 
bring about such a conference. President 


A r t h u r , in fact, was so im pressed w ith th e 
deep sham e of seeing our export com m erce 
vanish from us on our very borders th at he 
despatched ji commission of inquiry to these 
countries, whose efforts, however, ended 
only in a report upon the m atter. 
Now, for th e first tim e in our history, such 
a conference has been

We are entitled by geographical position, 
by products, and by the intent of th e ‘ M on­ 
r o e doctrine” com m ercially to tho largest 
share of tho com m erce of these countries. 
B ut here is a record th a t should color tho 
cheek of every A m erican citizen w ith the 
blush of sham e.

Dr. Talmage Talks on the 
Divine Work of Art 


Objectionable Scenes Shonld Not be Pat 
On the Canvas. 


Works of Artists Have Been tile Cause 
of Converting Thousands. 


B r o o k lyn, Oct, 28.—Rev. T. D ew itt T al­ 
m age, I). D., preached a t th e Tabernacle 
this m orning. 
A vast congregation a t­ 
tended the service. Tho subject of Dr. Tal- 
m age’s discourse wa? “Tho D ivine Mission 
of P ictures.” His tex t was Isaiah, ii. 12-16: 
“The way of the Lord of h sis shall bo 
upon all pleasant pictures.” He said: 
Pictures are by som e relegated to the 
realm of th e trivial, accidental, sentim en­ 
tal or worldly’, bu t m y tex t shows th a t God 
scrutinizes plot rn es, and w hether 1 bey are 
good or bad, w hether used for rig h t or 
wrong purposes, is a m atter of divine ob­ 
servation and arraignm ent. 
T hat tho art-st’s pencil and the engraver’s 
knife have som etim es been m ade subservi­ 
ent to the kin ;fiom of the bad is frankly 
adm itted, .satan and all his im ps have al­ 
ways w anted tho lingering of the easel: 
they would rath er have possession of th a t 
than the art of printing, for typos are not so 
potent and quick for evil as pictures. The 
powers of darkness th in k tbev have gained 
a trium ph, an i they have, when in some 
respectable parlor or public a rt gallery they 
can hang a canvas em barrassing to the 
good, but fascinating to th e evil. 
It is not in a sd rit of prudery, but backed 
up by God’s eternal tru th , w hen Isa y th at 
you have no right to hang in your art 
rooms or your dw elling houses th a t which 
would be offensive to good people if the 
figures pictured were alive in your parlor 
and the guests of your household. A pic­ 
ture that you have to hang in a som ew hat 
secluded place, or th at in a public hall you 
annot with a group of friends deliberately 
stand before and discuss, ought lo havo a 
knife stabbed into it at the f op and cut clear 
through to the bottom, and a stout linger 
thrust in on tho right side ripping clear 
through to th e left. 
Never till the books of th e last day are 
opened shall we know w hat has beon the 
dire harvest of evil pictorials aud unbeC' 'ru­ 
ing a rt galleries. Despoil a m an’s im agina­ 
tion, and he I Bi omes a m oral carcas. The 
show windows of E nglish and Am erican 
cities, in which the low theatres have some­ 
tim es hung long lines of brazen actors and 
a* tresses in stylo insulting to all propriety, 
have modo 
A B r o a d P a t h to D e a th 
for m ultitudes of people. B ut so have all 
the other arts been at tim es suborned of 
evil. How has m usic been bedraggled! Is 
there any place so low down in dissolute­ 
ness th a t into it 
has not been carried 
David’s harp and H andel’s organ, and Gott- 
schalk’s piano and Ole B ull’s v io lin ; and 
the flute, w hich though nam ed after so in­ 
significant a thing aes the Sicilian eel, which 
has seven spots on th e side like flute holes, 
yet for thousands of years has badian ex­ 
alted mission. 
Archit* cture, born in the h eart of Him 
who m ade th e worlds, under its arches aud 
across its floors w hat bacchanalian revel­ 
ries have been luacted! It is not against 
any of these arts th a t they have been soled 
into captivity. 
W hat a poor world this 
would be if it w ere not for w hat m y toxt 
calls “pleasant pictures!” I refer to your 
memory aud m ine when I ask if your 
knowledge of th e Holy Scriptures has not 
baen m ightily augm ented by tho wood­ 
cuts or engravings in 
the old fam ily 
Bible 
w hich 
lath er 
and 
m other 
read 
out 
of, 
and 
laid 
on 
the 
table in the old hom estead w hen you were 
boys and girls. T he Bible scenes which we 
all carry in our m inds were not gotten from 
the Bible typology, but from th e Bible pic­ 
tures. To prove the tru th of it in m y own 
case, the other day I took up th e old fam ily 
Bible which I inherited. 
Bure enough. 
w hat I have carried in my m ind of Jacob’s 
ladder was exactly the Bible engraving of 
Jacob’s ladder; and so w ith Sam son carry­ 
ing off the gates of Gaza, E lisha restoring 
tho Sfiunam ite’s son, the m assacre of the 
innocents, C hrist blessing little children, 
tho crucifixion and th e last judgm ent. 
If you could sw ing open the door of your 
foreheads you would find th a t you are w a ik­ 
ing picture galleries. The great intelligence 
abroad about tho Bible did not come from 
tho general reading of the book, for the 
m ajority of tho people read it but little, if 
they read it at a il: but all the sacred scenes 
have beon put before the great masses, and 
not printer’s ink 
but the 
p ic to ria l. art 
m ust have the credit o f the ach evem ent. 
First, painter’s pencil for the favored few, 
and then engraver’s plate or woodcut for 
m illions on m illions I 
W hat overw helm ing com m entary on the 
Bible, w hat reinforcem ent for patriarchs, 
prouhets, apostles and Christ, w hat distri­ 
bution of scriptural^ know ledge of all na­ 
tions, in the 
paintings and engravings 
therefrom of Holm an Hunt s “C hrist in the 
T em pled’ P aul Veronese’s "M agdalen W ash­ 
ing too Feet of C hrist,” R aphael’s “M ichael 
ihe A rchangel.” Albert D uror’s "D ragon of 
the Apocalypse:” Michael Angelo’s “ Plague 
of tho Fiery Serpents,” T intoret’s “ F light 
into Egypt, 
R uben’s “De cont from tho 
Cross,’” Leonardo da V inci’s 
“Last Sup­ 
per 
C laude’s “Queen of Sheba,” B ellini’s 
r‘M adonna a t 
M ilan,” 
O rcagna's “Last 
Judgm ent,” and hundreds of m iles of pic­ 
tures if they w ere put iu line, illustrating, 
displaying, dram atizing, irradiating Bible 
tru th s until th e scriptures are not today so 
m uch on paper as on canvas, not so m uch in 
ink as in ail the colors of the spectrum . 
In 1833, forth from Strasburg, G erm any, 
th ere cam e a child th a t was to eclipse in 
speed and boldness and grandeur anything 
and everything th a t the world had seen 
since the first i dlor appeared on the sky at 
tim creation. P aul G ustav Lore. At JI 
years o< age Tie published m arvellous litho- 
S 
raphs of his own. baying nothing of w hat 
o d d tor M ilton’s “Pa adise Lost,” em ­ 
blazoning it on the attention of the world, 
ho takes up the book of books, the m onarch 
of literature, the Bible, and in his pictures,

Tho world anti the church ought to com e 
to tho higher appreciation of tho divine 
mission of pictures, yet tile authors of them 
have generally been left to sem i-starvation. 
West, the great painter, toiled in unappre­ 
ciation till, being a great skater, w hile on 
the ice he form ed the acquaintant e of Gen­ 
eral Howe of 
the English arm y, and. 
ti)rough cornin ? to adm ire W est as a skater, 
they gradually cam e to appreciate as m uch 
th a t which lie accom plished by his hand as 
bv his heel. Poussin, tin* m ighty painter, 
was pursued, and had nothing wuth which 
to defend him self against the mob but tho 
artist's purtilolio, which he held over his 
head to keep off the stones hurled at him. 
The pictures of R ichard Wilson of E ngland 
were sold for fabulous sum s of money after 
his death, but the living painter was glad to 
get for his “Alcyone” a piece of stilton 
cheese. 
f rom 1640 to 1648 there were 4600 pic­ 
tures w ilfully destroyed. In the reign of 
Queen E lizabeth it was the habit of some 
people to spend m uch of th eir tim e in 
knocking pictures to pieces. In the reign 
OI Charles I. it was ordered by Parliam ent 
th a t all pictures of C hrist be burned. P aint­ 
ers were so badly treated and hum iliated in 
the beginning of the eighteenth century 
th a t they wore lowered cleat down out of 
rite sublim ity of th eir art. and obliged to 
give m inute accounts of w hat they did w ith 
their colors, as a painter’s bill which cam eto 
publication in Scotland in 1707, indicated. 
The painter had been touching up some old 
pictures in tile church, and he sends in this 
item ized bill to the vestry: “To filling up 
a chink in th e Rod Sea and repairing the 
dam ages toP haraoh’s hosts” : “to a new pair 
of hands for D aniel in the lion’s den, and a 
new set of teeth for the lioness ”; “to ro- 
pairing N ebuchadnezzar’s beard” ; “to giv­ 
ing a blush to the cheek of Eve en present­ 
ing the apole to A dam ” ; “to m aking a 
bridle for th e Good Sam aritan s horse, and 
m ending one of his legs” : to nutting on a 
now bundle on Moses’ basket and fitting 
bulrushes, and adding more fuel to the fire 
of N ebuchadnezzar’s furnace.” 
The oldest picture in England, a portrait 
of Chaucer, though now of great value, was 
nicked out of a lum ber garret. G reat were 
tho trials of Q uentin Mateys, who tolled on 
from blacksm ith’s anvil till, as a painter, 


he won w ide recognition. Tho first m is­ 
sionaries to Mexico m ade th e fatal 
M istake of D estro y ’n e Picture*, 
for the loss of which art and religion m ust 
ever lam ent. B ut why go so far back w hen 
In tills year of our Lord, 1888, and w ithin 
12 years of the tw entieth century, to be a 
painter, except in rare exceptions, m eans 
poverty and neglect? Poorly fed. poorly 
clad, poorly housed, because poorly appre­ 
ciated! 
W hen I hear a m an is a painter, I 
have two feelings, one of adm iration for the 
greatness of his soul, a d tho other of com­ 
m iseration for the needs of his body. 
B ut so it has been in all departm ents of 
noble work. Nome of the m ightiest have 
been hardly bestead. Oliver G oldsm ith bad 
such % big patch en tho coat over his left 
breast th a t w hen lie w ent anyw here he 
kent his h at in his hand closely pressed 
over the 
patch. 
The world renowned 
Bishop Asbury had a salary of |6 4 a year. 
F ainters aie not the only ones who have en­ 
dured the la k of appreciat ion. Let m en of 
w ealth 
take 
under 
th eir 
patronage 
the 
Ruff ring 
m en 
of 
art. 
They 
lift no com plaint; they m ake no strike for 
higher wages. But w ith a keenness of ner­ 
vous organization w hich alm ost always 
characterize s genius, these artiste Buller 
more than any one but God can realize. 
T here needs to be a concerted effort for the 
mi tering artiste of America, not sentim en­ 
tal discourse about w hat we owe De artists, 
bu t contracts th a t will give them a liveli­ 
hood. 
A rtists m ay wish for our prayers, but they 
also w ant practical help from men w ho can 
give them wo: k. T heir w ork is m ore true 
to nature and life than any of ti*© m aster­ 
pieces th a t have become im m ortal on the 
other side of the sea. but it is the fashion of 
A m ericans to m ention foreign artists, and 
to know little or no hing about our own 
Copley and Allston and Inm an and Green- 
ough and Kensett. Let the abluent fling 
out of their windows and into the I ack 
yard valueioRS daubs on canvas, and call in 
tnese splendid but unrew arded m en, and 
tell them to adorn your walls, not only w ith 
that which shall please the taste, but en­ 
large the m ind, and im prove the morals, 
and save tho souls of those who gaze upon 
them . 
Take some of th a t m oney th a t w ould 
otherwise spoil your children, and build an 
art gallery th at shall associate your nam e 
forever, not only w .th the great m asters of 
painting who are gone, but w ith the great 
m asters who are trying to Jive; and also 
win the adm iration and lovo of tens of 
thousands of people who, usable to have 
fine pictures of their own, would be ad van- 
ta od by your benefaction. 
Build your own 
n r ailm ents, and not leave it to the w him 
of others. Home of the best people sleeping 
in Greenwood have no m onum ents a t ail. 
or some crum bling stones th a t in a few 
year-. will let the rain wash out nam e and 
epitaph; w hile some m en, whose death was 
the 
Abatement of a Nuisance, 
have a pile of polished Aberdeen high 
enough for a king, and culogium enough to 
em barrass a seraph.

P ictures are no longer th e exclusive pos­ 
session of th e affluent. T here is not a re­ 
spectable hom e In these Cities th a t have 
not specim ens of w oodcut or steel engrav­ 
ing, if not of painting, and your whole fam ­ 
ily will feel the m oral uplifting or depres­ 
sion. H ave nothing on your w all or in 
books th a t will fam iliarize th e young w ith 
scenes of cruelty or w assail; have only 
those sketches m ade by artists in elevated 
moods, and none of those scenes th a t seem 
the product of artistic delirium trem ens. 
Pictures are not only a strong but a univer­ 
sal language. The hum an race is divided 
into alm ost as m any languages as there are 
nations, but th e pictures m a r speak to peo­ 
ple of all tongues. 
Furtherm ore, let all reform ers, and all 
Sabbath school teachers, and all Christian 
workers realize th a t if they would be ef­ 
fective for good, they m ast m ake pictures, 
if not by chalk on blackboards, or kinder­ 
garten designs, or by pencil on canvas, then 
byw ords.

Our 
Ships 
Now Manned 
Mostly by Scandinavians. 


Oar Policy Lies in 
Chiding Past 
Cruisers and Heavy Iron-Clads. 


Result of Examination of New Trans­ 


continental Tariffs. 


W ashington, Oct. 26.—A dm iral D. D. 
P orter, in his ann u al report to th e secretary 
of th e navy, says he regards sailing vessels 
as th e best practice shivs afloat, and th a t 
w hile a couple of steam ers m ig h t well be 
employed as gunnery ships, th e Portsm outh, 
Jam estow n and S aratoga should be retained 
in the navy for th e purpose of giving th e 
apprentice boys an extended voyage to sea. 
He says th a t all practice ships should bo 
exem pted from th e operation of tho 20 per 
cent. law. so as to perm it th eir repair to any 
ex ten t th a t m ight be required. 
In regard to tho turns of enlistm ent he 
recom m ends a change in th e regulation so 
as to provide th a t apprentices be shipped 
for IO years, w ith the understanding th a t 
they are eligible to th e highest grades of 
petty officers, if found com petent to fill the 
position. He says th a t tho apprentice sys­ 
tem , although on a lim ited scale, is one of 
the hest institutions in th e navy. In speak­ 
ing of th e apprentice svstem he say s: 
“The crew s of our ships are generally 
m ade un of sailors from every part of the 
world, bu t m ostly of th e Scandinavian race. 
good reliable m en in tim e of peace, who 
cai e little under w hat flag th ey sail. They 
come and enlist in our cavy, softened in 
character, it is true, b u t they are th e sam e 
free lances as of old. They shiv for money. 
T hey have no sentim ent for our flag 
or 
nationality, 
and, 
possibly, 
if 
it 
cam e 
to 
an 
action w ith .a ship of 
th eir own or a neighboring nation, they 
w ould baul down th e Am erican colors and 
boist th eir own. 
This is a contingency 
against w hich we should provide, aud we 
have th e m eans of doing so through tho 
vast num ber of A m erican boys who are 
roam ing the streets a t will, and who would 
consider governm ent em ploym ent a boon. 
W hat is required is a larger num ber of 
n a t ve-born apprentice boys, and an en­ 
largem ent of th e conveniences for th eir 
introduction into th e service.” 
T he adm iral says th a t for years he has 
doubted the efficiency of tho W hitehead 
and other fish torpedoes, and he adds: 
“The torpedo, no doubt, can be m ade a 
powerful adjunct to other appliances, b ut 
as m atters now stand, the m obile torpedo 
would be com paratively useless against 
heavily arm ored ships w ith pow er guns, 
w hich would hold th eir own, notw ithstand­ 
ing they m ight be ham pered w ith nets 
enough to keep out a whale torpedo. Ships 
m ight have to pause for a w hile before torpe­ 
does planted on the bottom , but th e stoppage 
would be tem porary. 
G reat ships w ith 
great guns will com m and the situation, and 
having once affected an entrance into tho 
harbor, can, bv aid of their electric lights. 
send a party of divers to th e bottom and cu t 
rile wires connecting subm erged mines. 
These are at present the only torpedoes to 
be feared as very dangerous, and these 
become less form idable after having re­ 
m ained for some tim e under w ater. Our 
country more th an any other stands in need 
of 
torpedo 
vessels 
of 
from 
1600 to 
2600 tons 
displacem ent 
u ntil we 
can 
get our new navy fairly started. 
This 
class of vessels could bo built m uch more 
rapidly than th e cruiser or arm or-clad, th eir 
batteries to be not larger than six-inch 
rides and fitted w ith m achine and rapid 
fir Alg guns. 
H ulls on th e plan of tho 
Polyphem us woukl be good ones w ith 
which to begnn. 
I do not refer to vessels 
firiug anv other th an subm erged torpedoes. 
Rrojeciiles discharged a t an elevation w ith 
the expectation of securing th e qualities of 
torpedoes, or m ade to descend on tho decks 
of m oving ships, will prove failures. Ves­ 
sels firing shells, either direct or elevated, 
should not be considered in th e torpedo list. 
No m atter w hether we bring dynam ite 
shells and torpedo vessels to perfection or 
not. our policy lies in building fast cruisers 
and heavy artnor-clads like th e Puritan, 
M aine and Texas. These are tho heavy 
artillery, which in all battles have decided 
tho contest, ann will continuo to do so, for 
the ingenuity of m an will always contrive 
s mc plan to protect tho prim e factors— 
th e great shins—from the annoyances of tho 
sm all fry. 
It has been so th u s far in 
tho 
race 
for 
th e 
suprem acy 
of 
the 
big 
ships 
and 
will 
so 
continue. 
A country’s first aim should bo to protect 
its coasts and large cities thereon. This 
can only be done bv heavy arm or-clads and 
strong 
fortifications carrying th e m ost 
powerful guns th a t can be constructed.” 
In closing his report the adm iral recom ­ 
m ends th a t th e sum of $12,000 be appro­ 
priated for the support of th e naval w ar 
college, an institution he regards as abso­ 
lutely necessary in bringing th e service up 
to the required standard.

the Tem ple Adatli Israel. Ile spoke as fol­ 
lows: 
The evils of life, and especially those 
winch apparently arc the result of an un- 
puual distribution of the good things in this 
world am ong its inhabitants, have caused 
b nee tile mi st ancient tim es tile greatest 
and best men to strain th eir m ental powers 
for a discovery of a m ethod how to do away 
w ith such a baneful c ndition of things. 
Some of th e m ost loc able idealists have not 
only pr< posed plans for an am elioration of 
affairs, b ut they have even sacrificed their 
I 
ives in the attem p t to realize ih eir visions, 
listorv is tilled w ith th e narratives of such 
enthusiasts who have spent their m eans 
and their lives in the vain end cav or to abol­ 
ish poverty, and the field of history is, so to 
say, strew n w ith the debris of schem es and 
enterprises which one af er th e other have 
exploded, carrying death and destruction 
not into the 
hostile camp,_ but instead 
am ong th eir iaal igators and f riends. 
Of all the different schem es th at were 
proposed socialism was < ne that, found the 
greatest favor am ong the masses. It was. 
indeed, such a soothing thought th a t th e 
com m unity should be burdened w ith th e 
load th a t every one of its m em bers had to 
carry individually and, whereas, experience 
proved every day th at th e burden tv hioh 
could not be moved by one person could be 
handled w ith ease bv two. or by the m any, 
th e hi po th a t tho S tate would 
some­ 
tim e undertake to care for every one 
of its m em bers, could, therefore, never 
be 
entirely 
extinguished, 
and 
its 
light tiered up again even ut tim es w hen 
th e em bers were still covered w ith tho 
ashes of tho last u niortunate conflagration. 
Owing to th e visionary character of tho 
socialistic philosophy, and still more, per­ 
haps. to tho social standing of lls sup­ 
porters socialism has become in our days a 
by word, an epithet, which denotes rath er 
an elem ent dangerous to th e social welfare 
th an a m end and supporter of it. It m at­ 
ters little 
w hat we m ay think of tho 
schem es which th e socialistic reform ers in 
our days advocate, but so m uch rem ains 
sure th a t in the course of tim e the social­ 
istic philosophy has not retrograded, but 
has s<en S ' successful a realization as no 
prophet of old lias ever predicted for it. 
T h e very first so cialistic success w as th e 
arm y an d n av y of a n atio n . T h e in d iv id u a l 
w ho. in a tim e previous to th a t, carried his 
I fe in h is ow n b a n d s an d w as u n d e r n eces­ 
sity to defen d h im so lt a n d those d e p en d e n t 
on h im as be>t lie could w ith h s ow n 
han d s, tru s te d now h is w elfare, h s life and 
p ro p e rty to th e care of th e state. W hile he 
p a trio tic a lly took a p lace in th e arm y and 
w as read: to sacrifice h is life in th o defence 
of th e co u n try , h e felt su re th a t h is safety 
an d th a t ot his fam ily w as b e lte r protected 
now th ro u g h th e a rm y of th e sta te th a n 
e v er before th ro u g h h is ow n valor. T h e 
etato in o u r days p ro tects life, lib e rty and 
p ro p erty of its citi ens, by m eans of an 
arm y , ag ain st all th o se th a t m ig h t assail 
th e m from w ith in or from w ith o u t, an d no 
m atter w h at n am e w e m ay give it, th e m ili­ 
ta ry d e p a rtm e n t of ev ery n atio n is social ism 
realized in th a t p a rtic u la r b ran ch —on e 
stan d in g for all, 
A ll ^ ta in tin g fo r O ne. 
T he socialistic idea, however, has gained 
a still greater trium ph in another sphere. 
N ot satisfied to defend the com m unity 
against tot a who m ay threaten til© life, tho 
liberty and Hie possessions of its members. 
it took shape and form in an institution 
w hich was to tig h tth eg rea testo f all hum an 
foes, viz., ignorance. 
It took form and 
shape in public schools. 
Tin' stite, recognizing tho evils which 
would come to it through the ignorance of 
its mem bats and appreciating the blessings 
that knowledge brings to it. compels you 
anet mo to entrust our children—the most 
piecious treasures which we own—to its 
guardianship. Whether we care or not our 
personal likings or dislikes are setasideand 
we are compelled to send our children for a 
stipulated time to the public school. E v ery 
mo tiber of the state, whetlc r he has got 
children to send to school or not. is Taxed 
for Hie support of that institution according 
to his means iii tho view that the com­ 
munity at large is benefited if its members 
are well disciplined and well educated, in­ 
dividualism is entirely ignored and the 
child of the poorest citizen receives tho 
Bailie education w a h th e child of the richest 
at the expense, perhaps, of some one who 
has no children at all. 
From the mom ent, however, th at our 
ch ii ct ion enter tho gate of the schoolhouse 
w e lose our control over them , in so far as 
th e course of studies is concerned, through 
w hich Hie state obliges them to pass, and 
w hile tho state, on the one hand, takes a 
burden horn the shoulders of the individ­ 
ual citizen in providing education for his 
children, it assumes, on th e other hand, 
n responsibility which is not less trem en­ 
dous. 
lf the state is given th e right to take 
my child away from me cert am hours a day 
for several years, I have th e right to de­ 
m and th at this precious tim e is not wasted 
and th a t my child Bhall receive iii retu rn 
not only a proper education, hut the best 
th a t can be obtained. The responsibility of 
th e state begins w ith the care it hns'to tako 
of Hie physical welfare of the child th at is 
entrusted to it. It becomes its first duty to 
bring it into pleasant surroundings, to sup­ 
ply it w ith pure air and good light, to pro­ 
tect it against all dangers th a t may come 
to it through tire or other accidents, aud to 
provide the schoolhouse with all such irn- 
provem euts which the study by hygienic 
philosophy would suggest. 
It-, second and forum st duty, however, is 
to prescribe a corn se of education such as 
will fit tile child into the system of civiliza­ 
tion of which it is to become a part. an i 
here we strike a snag. The question, "W hat 
shall the public sheols teach ,’’ has always 
been one upon which no agreem ent was 
secured, aud in our very days it has been 
flushed so m uch in to th o foreground th a t 
t absorbs th e th o u g h ts of itll an d calls for 
o u r closest a tte n tio n . 
There have always been two roads which 
w ere regarded as leading out of the 
L a b y r i n t h of I M n n n d a n , 
and for tho tim e either tho one or the other 
was taken, although n eith er of them lias 
ever given sa isfaction, nor brought tho 
question itself nearer to tho hoped for solu­ 
tion. Tach road had its advocates and its 
aide defenders, aud in th e opinion of theso 
cham pions there was no other road that 
would b ad m ankind out of th e dilem m a. 
O ne road was paved w ith th e principles of 
practical u tility: th e other w as plastered 
w ith principles 
of 
a more theoretical 
nature. 
, 
, 
It is the m ost natural and the m ost legiti­ 
m ate of oil desires to continue our own life 
iii th a t of our children.and th a ttheyshould 
be enabled to begin lite at tho very point 
w hole we ended it. It is. therefore, not sur- 
p m in g a t all th at the utilitarian philosophy 
should have found the greatest num ber of 
supporters am ong all those who were con­ 
cerned in th e welfare of tho future genera­ 
tion, The more we advance in I fe tile more 
we become ct nations ot our own ignorance 
of tho ninny branches of knowledge from 
which we m gilt have dor.ved the greatest 
benefit if an opportunity had been given to 
us. b u t w hat we did not learn we wisli our 
children to learn, anet it is a tact th at the 
more 
ignorant 
people 
som etim es 
aro 
the 
m ore 
do 
they 
endeavor 
to 
f ive th e ir 
c h ild ren a good ed u catio n , 
'he stan d p o in t of u tility w in n ta k e n otfers 
a g re a t m an y a d v an tag e s an d su rely points 
to lau d ab le objects, h u t if th e state in pre­ 
scribing a course of in siru c ti ii should tak o 
it its success w ould be d o u b tfu l, n o t only on 
acco u n t of th e sh o rt period of school Hie, 
b u t of th o b rev ity of h u m a n life in g en e­ 
ral. T ho old la tin proc e l> ‘ v ita brevis est. 
ars lo n g a” —life to sh o rt an d a rt io n g -h o ld s 
good todav as it e v er did before, and if 
an y fau lt is to be found w ith our p re sen t 
system of school teach in g , it :s th a t we 
h a v e w alked th e road of u tility t o m uch 
and th a t w e have crow ded th e cu rric u lu m 
of our schools to such an e x te n t th a t it is 
m erely a question of tim e \yhen it m u st 
b reak dow n u n d e r is ow n w eight. 
No one w ill d en y th a t th e ele m en ta ry 
b ran ch es, th o so-called th re e R ’s, w ith a n 
a a itio n 
of 
g ram m ar, 
geography 
a n d 
h isto ry , are absolutely needed as a basis of 
education. 
B u t th e re is a crow d of o th e r 
b ra n c h es w hich seem to be of th e sam e im ­ 
p o rtan ce. A dd to 
his th a t none of th e se 
b ran ch es of know ledge, is h a rm fu l, anti 
th a t of none of th em can it be said m a t it is 
useless, an d vou w ill easily u n u e -stan d how 
it hap p en s th a t, especial I v in our days, so 
m an y stu d ies are ad vocated to be a d m itte d 
in to tile cu rricu lu m of th o public school in- 
•tra ctio n . And defended w ith so m uch locric 
and good sense th a t on y one question re­ 
m ains to bo answ ered, v ie.: H ow to n n d 
tim e for all.

by m eans of the senses and the m ental 
forces. Man gives and takes, he receives 
h u t he also dshurses. If. therefore, be is 
pr< pared through his school life to bring 
these two worlds into a proper com m unica­ 
tion w ith each other, if his brains are so 
prepared through schooling th a t they all w 
of an easv and quick tran sit ct thought, if 
his thoughts, so to say. are liquefied; if, on 
th e other hand, his organs of speech aro 
properly trained to give expression to his 
thoughts through sound, or his hands are 
properly educated to ccmtnnniofctc the dic­ 
tates or the inner world lo the outer one by 
m eans of vial hie or tangible tokens, th ed u ty 
of tho state would be fulfilled. 
They 
claim ed, furtherm ore, th a t it m ust Vie left 
to the individual taste and to the individual 
energy to en ter afterw ards un- n such a 
course of siiulics as will »nable a man to 
gain a livelihood, and th a t it is as absurd to 
dem and of the state to teach a ch Id to lie- 
come a lawyer, or to tit him for business, as 
it would Im to teach-a boy in the school lo 
become a shoem aker, carpenter, locksm ith 
o rb rtc k 'a sr. 
We know th at in olden tim es the m inds 
of tho young were trained on the m ost 
li- 
surd things, aud still these generations h a te 
l'rn d n c e d T h ln lo - n iin-l P h ilo s o p h e rs 
which are yet adm ired by us. W e know 
th a t tho absurd scholasticism of the m iddle 
ages still produced a L uther, a M elancthon, 
a Spinoza. We know th a t the great states­ 
m en of this country, m en who invite tho 
adm iration of the present age. were st ll 
brought up m entally on w hat we m ight 
call io<!a Husks nd em pty shells. I shall 
never forget it th a t at the early age of ii 
or lo years I received my lirst lesson iii the 
Talm ud on a chapter th a t treated of th e 
divorce law- and which discussed tho sub­ 
l e t for w hat reasons a m an m ight divorce 
hisw ;fe. Could there have been a study 
more 
absurd 
th an this to a boy of ii 
years? Indeed. I did not understand more 
of tho subject th an does this desk, and still 
I know it for a fact th a t *1 learned my rea­ 
soning and arguing from these hair-split­ 
ting discussions. 
Of course I do not wish to insinuate th a t 
we should introduce such lessons into our 
public schools, nor do I wish to fie under­ 
stood as saying th at the in re absurd a sub­ 
ject is the I ettcr it will i e toted to bring 
out our m ental abilities. 
W hat I -lo wish 
to stato is. th a t the philosoph 
w hich dis­ 
cards utility and w hich claim s th a t it is tho 
business of th e public school m erely to tra n 
and discipline the m ind w'ithout any regard 
to the butter an a bread question is not to 
be shov ed aside as absurd or ridiculous. 
I think, however, that there m ight be a 
road lying between these two divergent 
roads. If th s conciliatory standpoint would 
be taken I think th a t the whole question 
c> uld find an early and easy solution. We 
would then understand th a t one branch of 
instruction, 
w hatever 
it 
m ight 
be 
w hether 
it 
be 
tho 
knowledge 
of 
language, or tho know ledge of m athe­ 
matics. or th e know ledge of history, or 
the knowledge of Hie carpenter's art, is 
as good as th e other, am I serves the same 
purpose as does tile other, th a t they are the 
m eans for but not the end of the harm oni­ 
ous developm ent of all our facilities, aud 
th a t tile state m eets its responsibility fu’tly 
if it prepares the young aspirant for citi/ un­ 
ship in such a m anner for his future life 
th at he will be aide to tak e up afterw ards 
any branch of usefulness to whit It his own 
likings aud talents will direct him. 
I shall return to the subject of today in a 
separate lecture which w ith the help or 
Hod I intend to deliver tie t week, and 
which shall treat 
on the system to be 
adopted bv our public schools for the pur­ 
pose of carry intr out properly the objects for 
which they are established and for which 
the State can be held responsible.

(JeneraIs Milos ami f a i r are a t Fort De­ 
fiance, conferring w ith Agent Patterson 
and t h e ‘ head m en” of the Na ai os. with 
tho v iew of having the renegades rounded 
tip and ordored back to tho reservation. If 
tile conference does not. result satisfactorily 
troops will be called into lequisition. and 
an uprising of th e Navajos will doubtless 
occur. 


FLYING WITHOUT WINGS. 


Soaring Pow ers of the In h a b ita n ts of the 
Deep—Toads th a t D art from Tree to 
Tree. 
[San Francisco Chronicle.] 
“Ju st keep your eye on this fellow.” Tho 
speaker had just returned from a trip across 
the Pacific, and his room was filled w ith 
curiosities front about every part of South­ 
ern Asia aud India, and his rem arks were 
addressed to a Chronicle reporter. From 
a sm all cage he had taken a brill iant-hued 
lizard, lie balanced 
it upon his 
hand 
and w ith a quick motion tossed it high into 
the air. Now iv horned toad or one of the 
com m on lizards of our W estern slope would 
liavo gone up like a rocket and com e down 
like a rock, but this lizard was not of tins 
kind. 
It rose, then it seem ed to grow 
larger, to swell out like a balloon, and in­ 
stead of dropping it sailed away a t an angle 
anil deftly alighted on tho top of a ulush- 
oovered chair, where it clung, looking 
about in am azem ent. 
"Ves.” continued the owner, taking tho 
p ctagain, "it is a lly in g lizard—a wingless 
liver at that, one of tho m ost rem arkable 
of the lizard trine.** 
Tossing toe little creature up again, it 
seemed to spread, and again flew away, 
buoy d by some m ysterious power. 
"I got my pet in the island of Borneo.” 
said the naturalist, " it was my intention 
inert Iv to collect skins, but one day I was 
w alking along through the forest, w hen I 
saw w hat I took for a brilliantly colored 
butterfly com ing along. As I drew nearer 
I saw th a t it was a lizard, and. standing per­ 
fectly still, it shot by me. H aving a sw itch 
in my hand I struck it down, and so secured 
it and carried it to cam p in my pocket 
Finding th a t it would live I kept it, and 
soon saw th a t it was quito a p e t and if I 
can get it to E ngland shall deposit it in the 
London Zoological Hardens. 
On the wing the Dracovolans, as this lit­ 
tle creature s callid resem bles a richly 
t ntod insect, but w hen a t rest it can be 
coinpiMxl to a lizard w ith extraordinary 
protuberances on ©it lier side. These are tho 
so-called wings, which are form ed 01 a 
cutaneous grow th upon e th er side, wing- 
hko in shape and supported by a soi iesof 
false ribs. In color th e lizard is blue and 
gray. w ith tin tso f various k m dsand shades. 
Toe tail i- long, slender, and beneath Uh' 
head depends a double pouch, giving the 
anim al rath er a ferocious appearance. 
The wing-like organs are used m erely as 
parachutes. W hen the lizard leaps in to th e 
air Hie upw ard current brings them out a d 
enables the possessor to soar away at ait 
augh to tv greater or less distance, according 
to Hie height from w hich the leap was 
m ade. 
Tile lizard can chango its direction while 
in the air to either sid e: In nee a casual ob­ 
server m iuht readily believe them to move 
the so-called wings and actually fly; but 
soaring is the lim it of their powers, and iii 
this way they travel long distances—several 
hundred yards from tree to tree. 
Some y, ars ago a naturalist was w ander­ 
ing iii the forests of Sum atra, when ho fib- 
served a curious 
ob eel dashing away 
through the aip. It was soon followed by 
another and another, all seem ng to swoop 
down from tho trees, aud rising, to alight 
again. 
A nxious to discover w hat these 
curious anim als w eie lie concealed him self 
in a bush and aw aited their reappearance. 
Soon one can e dashing along, aud as it 
read ied him ho fired w ith sm all bird shot, 
and succeeded in bringing the fiver doe. n. 
To his astonishm ent it was a to a d : not an 
anim al like a toad, out a regular to ad : not 
so different from our ordinary tree toads, 
but provided by nature w ith rem arkable 
webs between its toes, which form ed para­ 
chutes of sufficient spread to b; ar up tho 
little creature in its nights from tree to 
tree. Its m ethod of procedure was sim ilar 
to th a t of the lizard already described. 
The m od w onderful flyers in the world’s 
history aro found am ong the reptiles, es­ 
pecial y am ong tho strange fossil forms of 
the prehistoric world 
Im agine a b t w ith 
w ings 22 feet across front tip to tip, and 
some idea m ay i e gained of these rem arka­ 
ble creatures th at flew through • tho air, 
spreading terror everyw here. Itnag ne this 
bat. w ith a batik like a bird, arm ed with 
ferocious tee Ii. and wo liavo a veritable 
dragon in all th a t th e term implies. T heir 
wings seem ed like huge pieces of parch- 
m eat st' et bed from long, attenuated rin­ 
gers. 
Theso creatures were 
known as 
I ’terenodores, and in Am erica w ere found 
ranging from pigeons in size to th e gigantic 
creatures described. 
in a trip out from th e Holden G ate in al­ 
m ost any direction one m ay see some of tho 
m ost interesting of all flyers, the flying 
fishes. 'The w riter has w atched these little 
I creatures in all w aters w here they are 
i iotind. ana tlios • of our w aters between San 
Francisco and San Diego are by far the 
m ost interesting, m aking the most rem ark 
able flights. D uring a recent triD in the 
; vicinity of Santa C atalina theso Ashes were 
j constantly leaving the w ater in front of the 
vessel arid soar ng away w ith their won­ 
derful wing-like pectorals and ventrals 
spread to th e breeze.

he will have occasion to take advantage of 
the developm ents of m odern civilization, 
I and 
the 
idea 
will 
seem 
absurd 
th at 
a 
race 
which 
know 
nothing 
: of 
these 
developm ents 
m ight, 
nevi r- 
t elcss, 
have 
been 
a 
far 
more 
cul­ 
tured and hum anized race than our mod- 
em Anglo-Americans, 
lf this idea would 
seem 
absurd, 
hew m uch more absurd 
would tho idea seem th a t th e ancient 
Dreck or Rom an, even the ancient H e­ 
brew, E gyptian or Chaldean m ight have 
been a more fully developed m an than the 
m odern englishm an or even the m odern 
Americans, Poor Cicero could not send a 
telegraphic despatch. N either Pericles nor 
Alcib.ades ever travelled by the fast ex­ 
press. Airn s and Isaiah, lo say nothing of 
Aaron and Moses, would have been ap­ 
palled at the suggestion of ti am cars aud 
elevators, corners in grain, or boring for 
m ineral oil. Yet it is not altogether clear 
w hen we consider th e m at or aright th a t 
the m odem drum m er w ho enjoys all these 
advantages is 
superior 
to the ancient 
Greek or Rom an, Hebrew, 
E gyptian or 
Assyrian. 
The fact has in reality t een th a t because 
evolution has carried the hum an race, in its 
m ore civil! cd branches, in a certain direc­ 
tion, it has been assum ed w ithout sufficient, 
inquiry th a t this direction is th a t of ad 
Vance—as though evolution 
A lw a y * M e a n t A d v a n c e . 
E volution moans alw ays a constantly in­ 
creasing fitness for ti e surroundings -b u t 
by no m eans im provem ent and advance, 
for Tie surroundings m ay absolutely re­ 
quire deterioration aud coarsening, 
not 
m erely for success, but for bare survival. 
lf a race of cultured philosophers were 
by stress of circum stances com pelled to 
m ake their abode in a w ild and savage com­ 
m unity,or if (which would com e to precisely 
the sam e thing) a w ild and savage com m u­ 
nity, surrounded and encroached upon a 
cornua unity cultured and civilized and soft­ 
ened >o tho highest degree which am ong 
the m em bers of this com m unity would have 
the best chance to survive and therefore be 
in Sponcer’s sense the fittest to survive;’ 
Would it be the m ost philosophical? On 
toe contrary they would 
be w ithout a 
shadow of a d ia n e '. 
They would he. as 
a m atter of fact, w hat H enry Labouchoro 
has called them by way of insult, the 
Lonra< Inruns of society and would perish 
incontinently, w hereas th e rougher and 
lea t sensi.ive would not only survive but 
thrive. 
B ut 
w ithout going so 
far 
as 
to 
consider a savage, take a business 
com m unity, say a com m unity of E ng­ 
lish 
com m ercial 
m en, 
or 
Am erican 
drum m ers would tenderly poetical or pro 
foam ily philosophic m en 
have have a 
better 
chance 
than 
men 
who 
can 
face 
out 
their 
part, 
neither poetical 
nor 
philosophical? — m en 
who 
can 
persuade 
th eir 
fellows 
th a t 
they 
w ant a supply of shagreen spectacles, when 
in reality a1) tile requirem ents of their 
highly cultured m inds would he well satis­ 
fied w ithont any such coarsely m a ©rial 
products of com m erce? 
Wo know well 
th a t it is not Hie gentle and tender, not the 
philosophic or scientific, bu t the obtrusive 
and vulgar who have tho best chanco of 
survival in tho struggle for wages and in 
our day the struggle for wages is no other 
than the s rn rile tor life.

la m not a pessim ist by nature, rath er I 
th in k I err on tho opt m isdo side, seeing 
th at am ong my own surroundings I feel al­ 
ways hopeful of im provem ent and am ready 
to recognize im provem ent whore it has

chos de sedition© querentes.” As for an­ 
other nation, this t me once more a great 
republic, which if it has not, like the oth ­ 
ers. boasted of itself as at the head 
of 
civilization, has taken go aheadism for its 
leading principle, there are tim es when the 
stranger w ithin its gates contem plates w it t 
wonder the ways of th a t nation socially, 
politically, and above ail. internationally. 
Is there anything which would lead the 
philosophic m ind to regard tho culture aud 
civilization of any nation of today as sur­ 
passing, nay as equalling.ort yen approach­ 
ing the culture and civilization of ancient 
At ens? I take my own nation (I am Brit­ 
ish to the backbone), no: as sett ng her at 
tile head of m odern progress, a point, how­ 
ever. on which, like m ost Britons.

M ill st of L o n d o n 
and shown th a t great city’s ways, then car­ 
ried to the principal cities of population in 
E ngland, shown cur agricultural and rural 
population, instructed in the loading points 
of m odern science, taken lo our chief ex­ 
hibitions of works of art, etc., etc., etc., is it 
quite certain th at if he spoke his opinion 
honestly he would say: Your E ngland has 
gone far ahead of the A thens of my rem em ­ 
brance. not only (w h cli is obvious) is your 
science more advanced, but your philoso­ 
phy is purer, your average of culture is 
higher, your art and 
literature present 
nobler developm ents, w hile as for your re­ 
ligion and m orality, your sense of rig h t and 
justice, your m anner of governm ent, old 
A thens—in the poetic language (slang I 
think you call it) which you have taught 
me “is not (or was not)” in t "w ith m odem 
E ngland.” I im agine the A thenian would 
say nothing of tile sort. 
Even in anc ent Egypt and Assyria there 
were developm ents in the arts, especially in 
tile m echanical arts, which made some of 
our boasted discoveries seem like retrogres­ 
sions by comparison. The ancient Egyptians 
and Assyrians iiad not learned to put the 
forces of nature into harne s as we have. 
bet w hat we do by draw ing on the ea’th ’s 
garnered stores, they accom plished by the 
well devised application of hum an forces, 
and they did so m uch more than we 
have done th a t 
the greatest of 
their 
achievem ents are 
beyond 
our 
powers, 
w ith all our applications of 
coat and 
iron, steam and electricity. Even as regards 


•H ence there are things we m lcbt still learn 
from builders of the great ; yratn d a n d of 
those grand N inevitish edifices whose re­ 
m ains even are more im pressive bv shoer 
rn issiveness than th e greatest building of 
our day. Of Hie religion of the ancient 
Assyrians we know little hut through sym ­ 
bolisms which probably we have wholly 
failed to interpret.’ B ut of the religion of 
the Egyptians we know enough to feel 
assured that it w at lull of beautiful tea fl­ 
ings. Its m orality was far higher than th a t 
of the early Hebrew religion. 
Us cere-, 
m onial was not less com plex, its sacr ticial 
system not less repugnant to m odern ideas 
of w hat is fitting for til© w orship of tee God 
of the universe; but cerem ony and sacri­ 
fice in Egyptian woroh'Dt though in all es* 
sent al respects t ©same as cerem ony and 
sacrifice in ancient He crew worm ip, were 
superior in this, th at they had a definite 
m eaning,w hereas in the Hebrew system we 
find new m ean ngs foisted upon old obserr- 
vanees by legislators who, though tlu y 
were learned in all tho wisdom of tho 
Egyptians, had not been taught the esoteric 
signiflian o of Egyptian 
re igious cere­ 
m onial. In ancient i’ersia. India, C hina 
aud Japan, on this side of the A tlantic as 
on the other, races and nations existed in 
the I ast whose highest d e 'elopm ents. were 
they fairly and justly com pared w ith the 
highest developm ents of existing races, 
would n >t seem inferior oxcept one in cer­ 
tain m aterial advantages not intrinsically 
significant.

No Mine in A m erica Can Produce as Fine 
B lack Lead as th e New One Discov­ 
ered in the Town of Adam s. 
N orth Adams, Oct. 24.—Last April II. D. 
W ard of North Adams discovered in th e 
south p art of Adams, called Tophet. ou t­ 
crops of plum bago prom ising rich returns. 
He secured dbntrol of a tai go tra c to r land 
covering the deposit, interested three others 
in 
the 
scheme, and began sinking a 
shaft. At the depth of 20 feet they have 
I uncovered w hat appears to be a largo vein 
j or deposit of deli plum bago, sim ilar inqual- 
itv to the Siberian black lead used in pen­ 
cils. Sam ples have been sent to New York, 
where tho anality is pronounc cl th e hest of 
any plum bago found in the U nited States, 
and equalled by the product of only one 
m ine in the world. 
A m iner who worked for years in D ixon’s 
graphite rn nos a t Ticonderoga and in five 
sim lar m ines in the U nited States, w as 
show n sam ples while in town recently ami 
tieclaied that the m ines in w hich he worked 
showed nothing equal to them . The indi­ 
cations are tin t the lode is from 2o to 
bo feet in width. F urther investigations 
m ust be m ade to ascertain tho extent, of 
the deposit and if satisfactory the discovery 
of the m ine wilt doubtless lead to a new 
arid larger industry for the town of Adams. 
A bundant capital is at the com m and of tile 
owners us soon as they can establish th e 
actual value of the mine.

LOCKED IN ICE. 


A nother A rctic H o rro r T h re a te n e d -T h ir- 
teen W halers in a D eath G rip—D istress 
of F rieuds of th e Seam en in New 
Bedford. 
Sax F rancisco, Cal., Oct. 28.—News of 
w hat in all probability will prove to be one 
of tile greatest disasters iii the annals of 
Arctic sufferings and horrors was brought 
here yesterday by the w haling bark J. A. 
Howland, w hich arrived from Fox island. 
hhe reports tiiat inform ation was brought 
to Fox island by the w haler Lucretia, Sept. 
27. th a t 13 w halers w ere caught in ice floes 
in about lat. 74 north, long. 174 west, and 
th a t th ere was little chance of their ex tri­ 
cation unless m ost favorable w eather oc­ 
curs. 
The vessels have betw een COO and 600 
m en aboard them . 
Six of the vessels are from San Francisco 
as follows: Eliza, Hidalgo, Rosario, H unter, 
John I*. W est and Sea Breeze. T he first 
three ara own, d by W right, Brown & 
Co., and w ith their catch as last reported, 
are valued at $ 120,000. 
Sea Breeze is 
owned by Jam es M cKenna, and valued at 
$50,000. The other tw o vessels are valued 
at $80,000, m aking a probable loss to San 
Francisco owners of $250,000. 
I here is little or no insurance. 
The other seven vessels are from New 
Bedford, Mass. They are: Andrew Hicks, 
Lancer, Mars, WU.tam Bayliss, Ohio ll., 
R eindeer aud Ocean. 
The first four are owned by W illiam 
Leu is. His probable loss is $185,000. 
Ohio ll. and Reindeer are owned by 
A itkin & Sw ift ami are valued at g-to.ooo. 
Ocean is owned by G. N. B artlett. 
VaJuo 
$50,000. 
Total valuation of vessels and catch is 
$520,000. 
The vessels have only an ordinary Reason's 
provisions on board, and unless they are 
soon succored or released th e crews will 
su cr from bunger. 
A relief party has been fitted out at Fox 
island. It will sail on tw o of the Pacific 
Steam W haling Com pany’s vessels, and will 
take provisions enough to last Coo m en 
from tho Arctic to San Francisco. An am ­ 
ple supply of clothing will also be taken. 
News of this party is aw aited here w ith 
utm ost concern. 
The dangerous predicam ent is due to a 
dull season which caused them to venture 
farther north than usual, ruther than re­ 
turn w ith a sm all catch. 
A governm ent relief party m ay be organ­ 
ized lo leave this city. 
O ther vessels are shortly expected from 
th e N orth, when further news of th e endan­ 
gered vessels will be learned. 
They captured 70 out of 136 w hales thus 
far reported as to a1 catch. 
The 
news 
caused 
great 
excitem ent 
throughout the city and particularly in 
shipping circles. 
It is stated th a t the captain of the Andrew 
H icks would have ordered his crew to desert 
the vessel aud take passage on the L ucretia 
had ho been sure the latter would get out of 
pack ico, which she finally did. 
Tho vessels are hem m ed in about 20 
milt s from Herald island and iii the vicinity 
of w here th e'Jean n ette was broken un. 
No inform ation comes from the Okotsk 
fleet, w hich usually reaches hero ahead of 
other A rctic vessels, 
It is related that w hen th e Im perilled 
vessels reached the grounds where they 
are m w locked tip. they had clear a space 
IOO m iles in diam eter. In two days this 
was reduced to 45 miles. Ice was still clos­ 
ing in when Lucretia left. She w as the last 
to leave the pack ico.

Mich­ 
igan is represented on the 210-foot level bv 
a s -lid block of copper, suitably inscribed, 
and lo feet above is the gem of the collec­ 
tion. a stone bom Nevada, bearing the 
nam e of th e State in letters of solid silver, 
set into th e block flush w ith the surface. 
On this sam e level is a stone 'rom Salt Lake 
City. w ith the characteristic beehive carved 
on the front. These tablets extend to half 
way up lite shaft. The ast ones arc on the 
(240-f* ut level. Of these th e highest is th >t 
from W ales, a handsom e black stone, highly 
polished, anti bearing an inscription in tho 
outlandish tongue of th e land of the Car­ 
diff Giant. 
t The i ar h a; long ago passed through the 
old portion of the shaft, and is running as 
•smoothly as at the sta rt through tb s neat, 
exact m asonry of th e new w<,rk. 'Tho dark 
surface of th e granite is checkered w ith 
w hite s i tw o s, th e faces of m arble blocks 
th a t extend entirely through the walls, act­ 
ing as a bomi br th e nipsoury. The corners 
of the shaft in this new portion are neatly 
rounded, instead of being square, ss below. 
A t every 50 feet from th e door to the roof 
there is an elevator landing, the Poors of 
levels boing extended to m eet th e car aud 
guarded by a high latticed gate. 
These 
occur on alter:,alo sides, and. the car hav­ 
ing a door in both th e east and west sides, 
exit from th e ear is th u s provided 
in 
either direction. 
A t 480 feet th e sm ooth 
walls aro broken by

T hese ave the rib stones winch support th e 
roof of th e m onum ent, w it the bottom 
they ext* ml a1 out si:; inches, leaning out 
m ore and more as they go up. u ntil a t tho 
ton they protect about t v* feet. T he m id­ 
dle ones on each sale are a little in advance 
of the others, narrow ing inoie rapily to 
fin in an arch for tho support of the eau- 
stone. 'J he light from the incandescent 
carbon is bv tit is tim e beginning to be 
dim m ed by th ai from tho outside, drifting 
down from th e windows in th e roo*. The 
r re t wheel-, th a t ha e been devouring th e 
cal les m ein to be Tallint upon the car, and 
suddenly th e conductor gives a long up­ 
ward pull on th e hanilrope, aud the car 
comes to a stop iii the m idst of a sheet-iron 
cage. T he air is chilly, aud a- the passen­ 
ger-, step tim orously over the threshold they 
button th eir overcoats aud tu rn up th eir 
collars. 
This upper landing is a cold. lonely place, 
th e abutting ribstonos cutting it up into 
angular spaces, and th e bare doors and 
shining w hite walls tending to give it a 
lonesome air. 
On each side two oblong 
windows give view,, into the atm osphere 
bhd down upon the flattened earth. 
The 
y o rld looks bigger th an one thou ,'lit it to 
be: it stretches awny on every hand to a 
inciting bino horizon.

under tho floor of tile m onum ent, and is 
reached bv m eans of traps in the iron floor­ 
ing. 
I tis a great red iron cylinder, six feet 
in diam eter, and contains, when the car has 
been hoisted to Hie to , IOO* feet of cable, 
which is w ound around it in opp*site direc­ 
tions fiom the centre.

Then the sun 
goe- around to the south and the apex of 
the m onum ent m akes a corresponding swing 
to the north, as the orb creeps about t he sky 
to its final settiu : in the evening Hie glit­ 
tering point on top oi the m onum ent m akes 
a contra m ovem ent around half a circle, 
gradually settling back to its norm al posi­ 
tion after the rays of tho sun have lost their 
pow er. This m ovem ent has never been cal­ 
culated. but it is undoubtedly very slight. 
The wind, too. has an effect upon the struc­ 
ture. From the centre of gravity of the 
shaft, I cated 174 feet and IO inches from 
the boor, is* cross beam from which is sus­ 
pended a fine steel wire protected by a gal­ 
vanized iron tube about four inches in di­ 
am eter. 
This hangs to the floor a t Hie 
northw est corner of Hie elevator well. At 
tho bottom is a plum b-bobweiehinff twenty- 
five pounds, suspended by m eans of the 
wire, and hanging in water. An iron cylin­ 
der protects the instrum ent from injury, 
and a little iron house about four feet high 
keens off the draught. Through the cylin­ 
der is a telescopic eye piece.in one end of 
which aro two vertical wires about one- 
quarter of an inch apart.

Any 
m ovem ent in the shaft is recorded by a cor­ 
responding m ovem ent in the line. \\ lien 
the structure is at rest and in its norm al 
position, the lino hangs still, m idway be­ 
tween Hie others: hut when the shaft is 
disturbed by the action of the wind, it 
sways back and forth like the pendulum of 
a clock, always coming to rest in Hie centre. 
T its is ob erved every day. and it the cus- 
todian should e ,e r notice the line hanging 
still a t any point outside of the two cross 
lines, be will then knew that the m onu­ 
m ent has been perm anently moved from its 
lev el position. 
Until then, however, no 
one need he alarm ed by Hie oscillations of 
the shaft Jroiu tho action of the wind or 
the influence of the sun.

I took my rap er and tried to read, hu t I 
lost all inter, st in reading, aud drew my 
chair close to the tnble to watch the game.

It was not discovered, however, th a t 
they ever arrested anybody, because nobody 
ever so far forgot lUm-elf as to w arrant ar­ 
rest. 
T he jail, consequently, is always 
em pty,a fact th a t can be but im perfectly u n ­ 
derstood when one sees its m anifest supe­ 
riority to all eth er dwellings. One of the 
policem en exercises, in addition to his 
function of guardian of the public weal, 
th a t of the librarian of th e Icelandic L iter­ 
ary Society, which was established as long 
ago as 1810 and has published m any works. 
He is also an author aud has w ritten at 
least one valuable book. 
The streets of R eykjavik are unpaved, but 
a t certain corners, wide apart, stand lam p­ 
posts, whereon bum kerosene lam es to 
light the belated citizen to his door. One 
f tile most characteristic of street sights is 
tho long lines of ponies th a t alm ost contin­ 
ually come and go, bringing loads of dried 
fish, and carrying back Hie necessaries of 
life: and alm ost all of life's necessary de­ 
m ands in Iceland m ust be supplied from 
w ithout. Even the wood w ith winch the 
houses are fram ed come frran Not way, and 
m ust be takeu into th e interior on the 
acks of horses. 
A frequent sight is a 
procession of ponies each w ith a board 
on either side, fastened a t one end to the 
packsaddle, w hile the other end is left to 
trai I and buran along tho uneven road. «»n 
pleasant m ornings another kind o' prof es­ 
sion is often seen. It is composed of women 
and girls, each w ith a wooden tub. and all 
coing to the warm springs to do the house­ 
hold w ashing. The w ater can lie had at all 
tem peratures, from boiling hot. w here it 
bubbles out of the earth, to tepid, farther 
down the little stream form ed from the 
ov erflow. Dipp ng up a tubful of hot water, 
the washerw om an puts her w ashing to 
soak, and then selects a convenient place 
upon the bank, near th e w ater’s edge, 
where she kneels and rubs aud wrings 
piece by piece. 
The buildings of a farm usually are un- 
ro n e root aud stand in a row. w ith their 
gable ends facing tho court, 
They are pe­ 
culiarly constructed; economy of tim ber 
and the exigences of Hie clim ate furnish, 
how over. a key to their architecture. O rdi­ 
narily they are but one story iii height. 
They are fram ed of wood, and their gables 
also are wooden; their skies and backs, 
winch 
usually 
slope 
to 
the ground, 
ar" commonly 
of lava aud 
tu rf; the 
roof 
always 
is 
thatched 
w ith 
turf. 
w hich 
quickly 
grows 
together 
and 
form s a 
continuous 
covering, through 
which wet and cold scarcely can pene­ 
trate. Seen Ire rn a distance a group of 
i arm build iii'.’ s bears th e appearance of an 
irregular grass-grown hillock, upon which, 
to heighten tho illusion, sheep are calm ly 
grazing. The farm house proper consists of 
two or three gables: next it is the byre for 
the w inter belter of the cows, if tho farm er 
is sufficiently well-to-do to possess any. and 
next the sm ithy w ith its forge and anvil; 
the Icelander in his isolation is throw n upon 
his own resources, aud is obliged still to 
exercise, upon occasion, a calling th at has 
descended to Him from the tnm em oriai 
past. E ntering Hie house through the low 
doorway in one of the gables, you find your­ 
self in a long straight passage, through 
which, even in broad < ay light, you m u-t 
commonly grope your way. 
The ii or Is 
som etim es of boards, som etim es of earth : 
on each side doors open luio t lie adjoining 
buildings, separated from each otlicr only 
by wooden partitions. I. sually the door on 
one side Ic ads into the common living-room 
of th e house, which occupies Hie whole of 
the building in which it is situated. 
A 
quaint and picturesque interior m eets your 
eye. It is a song, low room, lighted a t either 
end bv a square window, Above Hie beam s 
are visible, and have been m ade the place 
of deposit for an indescribable variety 
of household articles. 
Along one side 
stands 
tho 
low 
stationary tied which 
serves also as a lounging place by day: 
some square wooden chests aro ranged 
along tho opposite side; a> the end, partic­ 
ularly in w inter, several wom en are card ­ 
ing and spinning wool. This common room 
alw ays indicates the th rift or poverty of 
the (arm er. S< m etim es it is scrupulously 
neat afid < rderly, aud its furniture is good 
and substantial, if not costly. Frequently, 
however, everything about the place is of 
e m ost prim itive kind, and cornloft, con­ 
venience and 
ch animes* are unknown. 
T he bed looks as if it wero never m ade up, 
ami dirt, fleas, children and dogs are dis- 
trib u ted in equal, th ugh inordinate, pro­ 
portions. 
lf you enter the door on the opposite side 
of Hie hallw ay you Mud a sm aller room, 
usually furnished w ith chairs and a table. 
iud som etim es w ith a bed. T im , in the 
larger houses, is tho spare room of the 
house, and after tho various saddles aud 
Sunday garm ents placed 
here for safe 
keel ing have been rem oved, it is assigned 
to tho cli anet* guest. lf. instead of turning 
to the rigiit or to tim left, you continue your 
way a io n ,'the passage to the encl, you ar 
rive a t the kitchen, winch usually Is in a sep­ 
arate building. Its lioor is of earth. 
In a 
fireplace flickers an uncertain fire of peat 
aud over ii hangs an iron pot from a crane. 
E verything is dark and smoke-begrimed, 
for m uch of the sm oke dees not escape 
through the open chim ney, aud the Cznly 
light is from the lire. 
Perhaps an old 
wom an w ith her black garm ents and her 
tasseled hufa bends over the kettle and 
stirs its contents. The unsteady I gilt gives 
it all a weird appearance, and you wonder 
if tho crone is not m uttering an incanta­ 
tion. 
It is such an interior as G erard 
Douw would have loved to paint. 
Small as is the kitchen fire, it is often the 
only one in the hou^e. for fuel in some parts 
0 
tho island is exceedingly sc a re , and 
m ust bo used w ith the strictest economy 
for cooking purposes alone. 
It is enate m- 
ary to . lose the houses when Hie cold wiu- 
r w eather comes on, for then the atm os­ 
phere becomes at least w arm er than tho 
outside air, if not quite so well adapted for 
breathing purl o es. 
The houses of the 
clergy are often better than those described 
in th a t they have more rooms or better ac­ 
com m odations: som etiim s. however, tlu-y 
are worse, or the guest cham ber already 
has been allotted, and in th a t case you re­ 
tire to the neighboring church. 
By November the w inter had begun w ith 
all its rigor, and fierce storm s sw ept over 
land and over the sea. which lost its blue 
and b e a n ie dull and dark. One by one the 
ships left the harbor of R eykjavik: then 
tho last m ail ship sailed, and Iceland was 
cut off until spring from com m unication 
w ith tho outside world. 
Although t!se clim ate of south Iceland is 
cold, th" w inter is scarcely w hat one would 
be led to expect from the northern situa­ 
tion. 
There is not m uch snow. A few 
inches usually lay upon the ground, crisp 
and hard, but 
not the piled up drifts 
of 
a 
New 
E ngland 
winter. 
Accord­ 
ingly 
it 
was 
possible to m ake hor e- 
baek excursions to tile farm s lound about, 
and to see tho w inter life of the i e pie in 
ti e country. This season for th e icelander 
is a tim e of com parative rest. As nothing 
can be done abroad lie stays of necessity at 
home, but his life is no m ere hibernation.’He 
sleeps a great den I. for his house is insuffi­ 
ciently lighted and the nights are long, but 
by daylight he has occupations enough. He 
has boats to build and oars to shape: saddles 
and ha ness to m ake and to m end; or he sorts 
the wool which the women spin im o Y arn 
and then knit into stockings, orw eave’iuto 
coarse hom espun or flannel, like wudinal. A 
busy sound of w hirring wheels often greets 
the ear w hen you enter Hie farm house, and 
you find tile women ail at work at one end 
of the long room. A nother duty devolves 
on the heads of the household at isolated 
farms. There are good elem entary schools 
in many places throughout the island, but 
in rem ote districts tho children m ust be 
taught at home. In sum m er Hie tim e is oc­ 
cupied w ith out-of-door work, but in tile 
com; arati vol y idle days of 
w inter 
the 
lath er or not infrequently tile m other, 
teaches the children of e th er sex the com­ 
mon branches. Iceland is perhaps tho best- 
educated com m unity on Hie face of the 
earth : throughout the length and breadth 
1 of the laud there is nobody who cannot 


read and write, and the general knowledge 
of some of these obscure flshcrraan-farmers 
is sometimes well-nigh appalling. 


MANUFACTURING A VOICE 


Ingenious Application by an English Pro­ 
fessor of Mr. Edison’s L atest Inven­ 
tion. 
[Julian Hawthorne, In Collier’s Once a Week.] 
Some years ago, at a m eeting of th e Royal 
Society in London. I was introduced to P ro­ 
fessor Paxsal, whose ingenious attem pts to 
reproduce the sounds of hum an speech by 
m echanical contrivances were at th a t tim e 
creating interest in the scientific world. 
The m achine he then had in view, and a 
model of which in its sim pler form was 
then produced for exhibition, consisted 
essentially of a rubber tube, one end of 
which was connected w ith a system of 
w heels and ratchets and a sort of bag 
of gold-beater s skin. The whole w as set 
in a fram e on w hich by a contrivance 
sim ilar 
in 
principle 
to 
th at 
of 
the 
typew riter 
short 
sentences 
composed 
of 
words 
in 
com m on 
use 
could 
be 
rapidly arranged. These sentences so af­ 
fected 
the m echam -m that, by m erely 
blowing (or otherw ise sending a continuous 
current of a r) through the tube, tho sam e 
sentence becam e audible as speech. The 
invention, ingenious though it was, was 
not considered practical, probably because 
of the prelim inary necessity of arranging 
the sentence .as aforesaid; and I rem em ber 
th a t the sounds produced, though distinct 
and articulate enough, were too harsh, mo­ 
notonous and m etallic to bo fairly called 
an im itation of the hum an voice. At all 
events, tho m achine has not been heard of 
since, and I presum e th a t Pro .essor Paxsal 
had given up trying to do anything m ore 
w ith it. 
The evening I m ention was m ade m em o­ 
rable, as it happened, by the Hist appear­ 
ance in E ngland of Edison’s talk in g phono­ 
graph. It was then a rath er different aff air 
from the present instrum ent: (he cylinder 
was coated w ith tinfoil instead of wax. and 
the voice sound was squeaky and fantastic. 
But Professor Paxsal was deeply interested 
in th e exhibition; and 
after 
the rest 
of the audience had retired, he and I stayed 
behind 
aud 
expel im ented 
w ith 
the 
telephone for an hour cr more. "It rath er 
takes the wind out of m y sails, doesn’t it? ” 
he rem arked, w ith a laugh. 
"A nd yet.” 
he added, "I don’t know hut there m ay be 
som ething for mo in it, too.” D uring the 
ten ; ears, or thereabouts, th a t have elapsed 
since then tho sud ect lias never been re­ 
vived between u s ;though our chance m eet­ 
ing iias developed into a friendship w hich 
I highly value, and has led to,a correspond­ 
ence in which all the benefit is on m y side. 
Tiio professor’s letters, of course, were 
largely personal and private, and as such 
unfitted tor publication. B ut I have lately 
received one which I have the w riter’s ex­ 
press perm ission to print, aud since its sub­ 
ject w ill -oon become generally know n 
through other channels,aud em bodies w hat 
seem s to m e a charm ing idea. I will quote 
the passage containing it for the benefit of 
readers of Once a Week. 
A fter alluding to the im proved phono­ 
graph, he goes on to say: " It im m ediately 
struck mo th a t the w axed cylinder m ight 
solve m y problem : and lune my experi­ 
m ents w ith photographs from th e m icros­ 
cope. and also (by an odd coincidence) in 
engraving, 
stood m e 
iu good stead. I 
pressed all my friends and acquaintances 
into service, and in the course of a m onth 
from tho tim e Edison s*nt me the m achine, 
I bad more than 500 cylinders covered 
w ith ’ta lk ’ from all m anner of 
m en’s 
end w om en’s 
voices, 
not 
to 
speak 
of 
m usical 
instrum ents 
and 
other 
sources of 
sound. 
Then I 
spent two 
m onths 
in 
carefully 
exam ining 
all 
the records w ith a microscope, and m aking 
m agnified photographs of m any of them . 
By com paring these, I ascertained an im ­ 
portant tact—th a t hum an voices, infinite 
though they be in variety of tim bre, differ 
from one another according to a fixed law 
or ratio, very sim ple in itself. 
I he sound 
elements o f any aiven voice can readily be 
uvo'yzed or m m nined by this law,” [The 
Italics are Professor Paxsal’s.] ‘‘Now comes 
my little invention.

Using tho first sentence 
of M ilton’s ‘Paradise Lost’ ar, my corpus 
vilutn, I constructed it (in the first instance) 
on paper, on a large scale, m odifying the 
required line®! according to m y alphabet. I 
next m ade a tine etched copy of this on cop­ 
per, using a largo m agnifying glass.

pronounced by a voice of which I w asm yself 
the m anufacturer I Its correspondence with 
Hie voice I had conceived was alm ost exact. 
Afterw ard. I produced m usical compi ai­ 
tion* by the same m eans; a n d .it is, per­ 
haps, in this du' -ctu ii th a t the idea will be 
cb jelly practical. Instead of th e ordinary 
notation, the com poser m ay now actually 
w rite his music, direct.” 
The rest of tho letter has less general in­ 
ter* st: but I repeat th a t this invention of 
audible w riting seems to me charm ing, aud 
opens ou, a vista of curious possibilities.

NEwYopK.Oct.20.—Tn 10 days more every 
thini,' will be settled down, and m ay teen sier 
th an at the death of the fattier or m other 
in a fam ily, when, in the course of two days, 
events are ad listed to every individual 
therein, from the graudm oth* r down to th e 
baby. D efeat is often the elevating altern a­ 
tive to both individuals and political par­ 
ties. It is seldom th a t on the highw ay of 
exultation any g reat artistic work is done 
or original thin King and research devel­ 
oped. It was w hen th e drench State was at 
its lowest ebb th a t I.avoisie began to im ­ 
prove the m anufacture of its gunpowder, 
and th u s was led into his splendid nom en­ 
clature and investigation of general chem ­ 
istry, wherein he leads all chem ists. The dis­ 
coveries of other m en, w hich they half un­ 
derstood them selves, this Frenchm an, dis­ 
tressed about th e condition of his country, 
qualified and explained. 
W hen Mr. Milton

brotherhoods. T h at brotherhood was a peg 
above any other labor com bination in this 
land in quality. 
W hat happened in the 
B urlington stirk e is painfully m anifest to 
th ■ stockholders thereof in tho loss of four 
m illions to five m illions of dollars bv the 
operations of an artificial s rk e , and is a 
stupefying thing to those who sit at home 
an a w atch th e m utations of their invest­ 
m ents. 
Unquestionably tho sharper th e labor 
com binations are m ade an d the more com­ 
prehensive they are.tlie m ore thorough will 
bo tim association of the em ployer elem ent, 
W e have seen during the oast week, w hat 
w as predicted to mo DV'.(ohn G. Moore last 
T hanksgiving 
day, 
or thereabout — th e 
lease of tho Georgia C entral railroad, or b- 
nbly the best thing in all th e Southern 
States, by the Richm ond T erm inal Com­ 
pany, is a step tow ard w hat Mr. Moore out­ 
lined when Im said th a t finally there would 
be not m ore tliau 
H a l f a l l oz oiC I t a l I m a cl S y s t e m s 
4n th e whole country. He thought th a t 
these system s would be continental systems, 
and th a t th e economy now dem anded to 
in n railroads in order to m ake them pay, 
w as greatly subserved by their consolida­ 
tion. For exam ple, the rolling stock of the 
railroads is now all m ixed up, as a car is sent 
from one system to another and there kept 
D, er tim e aud it hardly gets hom e under a 
m onth or two. The first im portant step 
taken tow ards this consolidation was a 
uniform ity of gauge which followed the 
obliteration of slavery and the restoration 
of th e Union. O m itting the narrow gauge 
railroads, m ost of which will ultim ately be 
m ade broad gauge if they are m aintained at 
all. where is now a general gauge throughout 
the fcgruntry, and consequently the fa ility 
of consolidation is to th a t ex tent greater. 
In tho .Southern States are now only two 
im portant railroad com binations ea*t of 
th o Mississippi riv e r: in th e first place th e 
Louisville & N ashville 
concern, and i i / 
the next place the D anville com bination. 
W ith both of these the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road enjoys intim ate relations, and th ere­ 
fore gets the flower of tho whole Southern 
business, w h eth er it comes in bv Richm ond 
or by the line of th e ( lino river. Mr. Moore 
th o u g h t th a t the Southern Pacific system 
mid the Missouri Pacific system would take 
boh! of about everything m th eir ri speciive 
territories, including tho 
I Ilion 
Pacific 
railroad, and th a t the N orthern Pacific sys­ 
tem m ight become the appendage of the 
ax ew York C entral system . I apprehend 
th a i our Am erican railw ays will have to 
com e out of th eir speculative stage and go 
seriously to work to educate and 
S la k e a F ix ed C iv il (Service 
r f their employes. 
Too m uch has been 
sacrificed bv railw ays to attain an artificial 
Standard on the stock exchanges, and at 
tho sam e tim e to expand ttieir system s 
through a childish jealousy of every other 
system , so th a t a t one end they are trying 
to appear nine feet high aud at the other 
i rid are endeavoring to bo a thousand m iles 
long. Mr. .Jewett rem arked to me last w in­ 
ter. before tho present fusses began, th a t if 
tire railroads west of Chit ago did not stop 
th eir extrav ag an t extolls ons

INSURRECTION IN PORT AU PRINCE. 


Fearful Execution on the Night of Sept. 
28, When 800 "Were Killed and Woun­ 
ded by the Palace Guns and Forts. 
N ew Y o r k, O rt. 24.—Advices from Pan­ 
am a state th a t th e steam er Moselle, which 
arrived at Aspinwall on the lo th inst. 
from H ayti, brought particulars of the in­ 
surrection in P ort au Prince on the 28th 
ult. 
The n ig h t of th e 28th was dreadfully 
dark, th e heavens being a mass of black 
clouds.w ith an occasional flash of lightning. 
Revolution was abroad. The firing com ­ 
m enced a t 7.30 d. rn,, and the cannon and 
gatlingguns of the pal ace d id dreadful execu­ 
tion. as did also the shots from the big guns 
on F ort A lexander, which crashed clear 
through the buildings, destroying every­ 
thing and everybody w ith which they cam e 
n contact- The firing lasted up to 0 a. rn. of 
tile 29th. 
These advices say th a t as far as had been 
ascertained 300 persons were killed and 
o\ el' nOO wounded, including m any women 
and children. Among the notable persons 
killed besides General Heide Tetem aque, 
were MAL.Cliarles Borno anil Ducasse.

The brothers and sisters m arried, but P at­ 
rick lived alone. Money was hts dol. He 
loved gold for th e pleasure of having it.

People Over IOO in France. 
[Nature.] 
A paper was recently read before the 
French Academy of Hciences by M. Em ile 
i^avasseur 
on 
the 
“C entenarians Now 
L iving in F rance.” 
The first reports col­ 
lected gave the num ber of persons who had 
attained IOO years and upw ard a t 184. but 
on these being thoroughly sifted no less 
th an lo ! w ere struck out. leaving 83, but 
even of these there were no fewer than 
67 who could not furnish adequate proof of 
th eir reputed age. In lo cases, however, 
authentic records of birth or baptism were 
found, including th at of a m an born in 
Spain and baptized Aug. 20, 1770. His life 
was Si en t alm ost wholly in France. All tho 
other centenarians were reputed to bo 
between,iOo and 105 years of age w ith the 
exception of a widow claim ing to be 112 
years old. Of the 83 persons said to be cen­ 
tenarians women formed a large m ajority, 
the proportion being 6*J women to 31 men. 
'J hero were but few m arried couples, ti 
m ale aud fem ale celibates. 23 widowers and 
41 widows. One of the latter was Mine. 
Rostkowski, 103 years of age. Hhe enjoys a 
pension of 60 francs a m onth, allowed 
lier bv the French governm ent in con­ 
sideration of her late husband’s m ilitary 
services. 
More centenarians exist in the 
southw estern departm ents th an in the test 
of the Republic, w hile th e basin of the 
Garonne, from tho Pyrenees to the Buy de 
Dome, contains as many as ali the rest of 
F rance put together. 
M. Lavasseur finds 
th a t the chances of a person in this century 
reaching lo # years of age are one in 18,800.

Where Instruction in Domestic Economy 
Should Begin. 


Mrs. Ew ing’s lecture at th e School of 
Dom estic Economy Thursday afternoon woe 
upon “The .servant Girl Q uestion,” th at 
subject which to wom en who are house­ 
keepers is the m ost interesting of any w hich 
m ay lie presented. 
Mrs. Ewing spoke substantially as fol­ 
low*: 
W omen unacquainted w ith the routine of 
housework expect, far too m uch of their ser­ 
vants. I believe I do not exaggerate in sav­ 
ing th at a large m ajority of m istresses ex­ 
ile, t a se n an t to do every day three 
tim es as m uch work as she is capable 
of doing, and to do it also in a satisfactory 
m anner. 
Is it any wonder then th a t so 
m uch com plaint is m ade about inefficient 
servants? T here is no denying the fact 
th a t servants are terribly inefficient and 
w orthless, but under o u stin g circum stances 
it is a mixst im posh blo th a t it should he 
otherwise. In every departm ent of industry, 
except th at of the home, lab r has been 
syst m at! od. and Hie m ethods of doing it 
have been so im proved upon tha't as rn it eh 
can bo accom plished in one day now as could 
be accom plished a few years ago in twice 
or 
thrice 
th at 
length 
of 
tim e. 
In 
th e 
household 
tho 
reverse 
has 
been 
th e 
case. 
W hile 
the 
chanced 
con­ 
ditions 
have 
vastly 
increased 
the 
am ount of housework chm ntial to hom e 
com fort, the niethoila of doing th at work 
have 
been 
perm itted to rem ain unite* 
I roved, if not to retrograde. There never 
was a tim e w hen thought and intelligence 
were more needed in the perform in 0 of 
household labor than now. and there never 
was a tun ‘ when less of both wore put into 
it. 
Our Ii uses are full of com plicated 
nnichiner and decorative ornam ents th at 
require m uch lim o aud gentle handling for 
th eir preservation and adjustm ent, yet the 
entire m anagem ent of a house equipped 
w ith 
m odern 
conveniences, 
together 
w ith 
Ute 
cooking. 
washing, 
Iron­ 
ing. etc., 
for 
a 
large 
fam ily 
will 
bo 
loft 
to 
a 
couple 
of 
raw, 
uneducated, recently-arrived se n ants, while 
the m other occupies herself in benevolent 
and reform atory enterprises and Hie daugh­ 
ters spend their tim o in crocheting or culti­ 
vating society. 
H o u s e w o r k M u s t h e 
l i p . 
Tho profession of housekeeping is one, of 
the noblest th a t can engage Hie hands and 
heads of women. T here is scarcely another 
occupation in which m en and women earn 
their daily bread th a t has less drudgery or 
monotonv in it. or in which there is a wider 
range for thought, and a broader tield for 
investigation. 
A housekeeper is an im ­ 
portant factor in every hom e, and has 
services to perform th a t have a direct bear­ 
ing upon the integrity and well being of the 
homo, services th at have as positive a value 
as Hie services perform ed tty the superintend­ 
en t or m anager of a farm , a factory, a rail­ 
road or any oilier branch of productive in­ 
dustry. 
Wily should such duty lie th ru st U”on 
untrained and overworked servant*? Why 
should they ho exnecteil to carry th at 
burden as well as to perform Hie routine 
work of the household'.’ W hy should the 
head as well as the hands of a servant Lo 
overtaxed? 
Now the question arises, shall tho m illions 
of young women who are to preside over 
tim future hom es of this country bo left to 
pick up as best they can sufficient know l­ 
edge of Hie homo arts to enable them to ho 
come hom e m akers, or shall they he taught 
th a t know edge as they nre taught other 
branches of knowledge, by com petent, well- 
trained practical inst) lictors? 
To me Hie question seems suprem ely 
absurd. But in a catalogue of Holyoke 
Fem ale Sem inary it is s a d : "Hom e is the 
m oper olaee for the daughters of our coun­ 
try to be taught dom estic work, and their 
m others are the proper teachers.” 
And 
when I wrote tu the president of Vassar 
College a few years ago. asking if any in ­ 
struction in domestic economy was given in 
th a t institution, lits reply was: " lh e edu­ 
cation of students in dom estic economy we 
are obliged to leave to the care of their 
parents.” 
M o s t colin es for women hold to 
the creed of Holyoke and follow tim ex­ 
am ple of Vassar; and our present w retched 
household system 
is the result. 
W ith 
all 
duo 
respect 
for 
those 
who 
control 
and 
m anago 
our 
colleges 
for 
women, 
I 
ask. wily 
should 
any 
institution or learning bo obliged to leave 
the instruction of students in dom estic 
economy to the care of th eir parents any 
more tliau it should he obliged to leave the 
education of students til geography, or 
gram m ar, or history, or a dozen other things 
to tile care of their parents? 
Ls not the 
num ber of parents very large who are 
equally as incom petent to teach dom estic 
economy as to teach any of these things? 
And if it is necessary to leave special 
branches of education to th e care of 
parents, w hat reasons exist 
for draw ­ 
ing tile line at dom estic econom y? Why 
should 
students 
lie taught, at school, 
t o 
size 
and 
location 
of 
tho 
va­ 
rious 
towns 
and 
rivers 
in 
different 
sections of the globe and not bo tau g h t the 
nature and properties of the various arti- 
clos of which their daily diet is composed? 
W hy should they be taught at school how 
to conjugate vorbs Rud decline nouns and 
not how to roast m eats and I oil vegetables? 
Why should they be tau g h t to draw, to 
paint, to play on Hie piano and not he 
taught how to cook, to sweep, to build 
fires and to m anage a household? Is it not 
as desirable 
for 
the 
average m an or 
woman 
to 
aoqm re 
practical dom estic 
knowledge as to Require know ledge in any 
other direction? M others perhaps ought to 
give their children 
I n s tr n e tin ii In B n m o d l# E co n o m y , 
but since a large portion of them are not 
qualified for doing, s > is it not im portant 
th a t souio provision should bo m ade for 
teaching the various branches of this sci­ 
ence in our schools? It is easy to say our 
schools cannot teach everything, arid th at 
a m a oritv of pupils do not have leisure to 
study all the blanches now included rn the 
regular course of any school or college. Ad­ 
m it it, and w hat then? New branches are 
being cont nuttily added to tho curricula of 
our educational institutions. W hy should 
not dom estic e c o n o m y be am ong them ? Is 
it wise th at dom estic econom y should bo 
excluded 
and 
all 
other 
branches ad­ 
m itted? 
In 
my judgm ent, no institu­ 
tion 
of 
leaririig th at 
is 
obliged 
to 
leave the instruction of pupils in domestic 
economy to their parents is fully abreast the 
advanced thought of our progressive ago; 
or is thoroughly equipped for supplying the 
practical educational requirem ents of the 
nineteenth century. I hope to live to see 
the day when W ellesley, and Bmith and 
Vassar, and every other college for women 
iii tho country will give as thorough a 
course of instruction in dom estic economy 
as they give iii any other brunch of educa­ 
tion. T hat day, I venture to predict is not 
far distant. About two years ago Congress 
passed a bill appropriating 1 16.000 an ­ 
nually to each agricultural college in the 
U nited States organized under the act of 
July, 1862. 
A g n a t deal is sa d in the bill 
about Hie colleges th a t receive the appro­ 
priation m aking experim ents on the physi­ 
ology of piauts and anim als, the adaptation 
and value of grasses and forage plants, Hie 
digestibility of different kinds of food fur 
dom estic anim als, and for researches bear­ 
ing directly on th e agricultural industry of 
the co u n try ; b u t no m ention is m ade of any 
experim ents regarding the nature and 
value of grains and vegetables for hum an 
food, 
or 
the 
digestibility 
and 
nutri­ 
tive 
value of 
various 
food stuffs for 
m en and women, or for researches in 
the benefit of our kit* hen interests. I be­ 
lieve th a t under a liberal construction of 
the act a portion of the annual appropria- 
tion m ight be devoted to the uses of domes­ 
tic economy. B ut I presum e no portion of 
it ever will he. The .th ree or four agricul­ 
tural colleges th at have departm ents of d o 
m estic economy connected w ith them have 
not allowed any of it to go in th at direction. 
And I have no idea th a t Congress intended 
any of it should be expended in Schools of 
dom estic economy. I arn quite positive the 
author of the bill m aking tile appropria­ 
tions doesn't know w hat dom estic economy 
m eans, aud has l ever heard of a school of 
dom estic economy. 
B ut I don’t blame 
him. The average congr. sam an doesn’t 
generally know m uch m ore than other peo­ 
ple, and very few people, even in Baston, 
know a great deal about dom estic economy. 
Why should a m em ber of the national Con­ 
gress know more about household affairs 
than a m em ber of Hie Am erican Associa­ 
tion of W omen or W o m b 's Congress? Is it 
th e businessof the national Congress to look 
after the advancem ent of wom an's work 
w hen the W om an’s Congress fails to look 
after it? Sin 0 the organization of the Wo­ 
m an’s Congress how m any papers have been 
read before th at body concerning improved 
m ethods of cookery,housekeepingand hom e­ 
m aking? Ur how m any have been reaa 
relating to household topics and domestic 
economy generally? A few have barely 
touched the outer rim of these subjects, and 
they are the papers th a t have received Hie 
least attention (rom th a t intelligent body of 
women. Why should we expect men to be 
earnest in Hie m ovem ent for reform in 
household m atters when women are such 
laggards? W hen i asked Hie trustees of the 
Iowa A gricultural College to perm it me to 
organise a school of dom* atle economy as 
one of th e regular schools of the oollege, 
they unanim ously granted 
tho request, 
some of them expressing surprise th a t Hie 
request bud not been m ade sooner by gome 


they do it? 
Ea< h school of dom estic 
economy th at is establ shed needs aid. and 
each dollar invested in schools of dom estic 
economy will help to solve th e servant-girl 
question.

cold type. 
which is only capable of m aking “pi.” and 
even tho printers don't Uke th at. “In regard 
to puddings, a foundation principle should 
be to have the character of tho pudding 
and tho character of the sauce quito unlike. 
T hus a sw eet pudding should never be 
served w ith a sw eet sauce, and so on. 
Many of thetho*! delicious puddings are 
a t once the sim plest anil least expensive. 
The m ost of those of wiiich I shall speak 
toil ay could lie made for a fam ily of six a t a 
cost of perhaps 2,0 cents each. 
The first padding we will m ake will be a 
H n t i ’i n a P u d d i n g . 
T ake an earthen pudding dish, or a tin 
mou^L w et it w ith w ater, and line it across 
the ffottom and around the stiles (a row at a 
tim e in Hie latter case) w ith th in slices of 
banana cut across Hie fru it Uso a sly e r 
knife alw ays for cutting and preparing fruit 
of uuy so rt Above the layer of cut fru it 
place a layer of good bread, rath er stalo, 
cut in th n slices, w ith th ' cru st trim m ed 
off 
Above this place other lavers of fru it 
and bread till tile m ould s lilied, th e top 
layer being bananas. T ake th e juice of 
one lemon and th e juice of three oranges 
and sw eeten to taste. 
Leave it quite acid, 
however, because the pudding is not sweet. 
Add to this Juice gelatine in te e proportion 
of iv sixth of a box of gelatine to a pint of 
juice, or nst one-half as m u h gelatine 
as one woul<i use to m ake the sam e am ount 
of jelly. The reason of this is th a t the 
bread in tho 1 lidding over which th is m ix­ 
ture Is poured will ansi rh a portion of the 
m oisture. Set away on th e ice to get thor­ 
oughly cold. 
,, 
W hen cold turn out on a platter, and pile 
whipped cream arouud it; then serve. 
Delicious puddings m ay be m ade by com­ 
bining oanned peaches with th e bread,w ith­ 
out tin 'gelatine or tho orange anti lemon 
juice, tho flavor being supplied by th e juice 
of tho peaches. 
Stewed blueberries and bread also m ake 
a very moo pu ding. inn roved a little if the 
bread is buttered lightly when put into the 
pudding. 
A n A o p le F n d d ln a . 
Fare. core aud quartor sour apples, lf 
tbey have to stand 
aw hile, p u t in an 
earthen dish aud cover w ith a w et napkin 
or tow el; never throw into cold w ater as 
some cooks do. P ut a layer of these apples 
in the bottom of a buttered pudding m ould 
aud sprinkle over it a bit of salt. The salt 
will give 
as good a 
flavor as b u tter 
would give, and is less bottier and expense. 
Above the layer of apples plato a layer of 
stale bread, in slices or pieces (fragm ents 
m ay bo used, or pieces of dry toast left over 
from breakfast), whicli have been soaked 
in w ater till they are m oisten' d through, 
Continue this arrangem ent u lt the mould 
Is full.

decayed to th a t ex ten t th a t m uch drilling, 
w ith consequent annoyance and cost, m u st 
be endured when, if tak en in season, m ach 
of these uup enfant experiences m ig h th av e 
boon averted, 'lh e enam el w hich covers 
the tooth is the h ardest substance in th e 
hum an laxly, and the bone, w hich com poses 
the interior of the tooth, is still h ard er th an 
the Ixme in the leg or arm yet once decay 
has oaten its way through the surface it ii 
onlv aquestionof a few days.com paratively, 
before an alm ost irreparable dam age baa 
been done.

T h o 
four front teeth in each jaw are th e divid­ 
ing teeth, or,as they are properly called, th # 
incisors; the nex t one is an eye tooth 1 cus­ 
pid) ; tho next, sm all grinders (bicuspids), 
and th e nex t are th e grinders (molars).

These are th e full ad u lt set. b u t th ere 
have been known eases wh re ad u lts have 
had but 30 teeth in m iddle life.

The greatest thing to be guarded against 
in young persons, and people in m iddle ave 
as well, is ins'diouk decay, which is caused 
by perm itting extraneous m atter to locate 
upon tho teeth and by the use of drugs, par­ 
ticularly m ercury. It is w ell to bear in 
m ind 
th a t 
tho 
very 
hard substance, 
called enam el, which covers th e crow n 
of tho tooth di es not extend down below 
Hie gum s, and when m asticated food sifts 
down between th e teeth and lodges against 
those parts from w hich tho gum s have 
shrunk away decay will set in very quickly. 
O fteutentim es too. this m atter, if allow ed 
to rem ain, becom es offensive, giving rise to 
suspicion th a t th ere is some in tern al d aor- 
der, wJien, as a m atter of 
fact, th ere 
is nothing m ore serious th an a lot of de­ 
cayed substance Itetween th e teeth. T hen, 
too, p . op Ie have a h ab it of picking th eir 
teeth w ith a pin. or som e m etal substance, 
w hich 
in tim e penetrates

enam el and destroyes th e tec h. T artar 
w hich comes from tho saliva g athers about 
th e base of th e crown, and unless rem oved 
will Injure th e teeth. For this reason a den­ 
tist should be visited at th e very least, 
tw ice a year, to cleanse th e teeth and put 
them in ordor. 

W ill O ssify 
a n d decay, not giving any w arning until 
th ere is a large 
cavity w hich 
burrow! 
through to th e nerve, and som e day a par­ 
ticle of food will touch th is delicate H ttle 
organ w hen, of course, a p ainful sensation 
is at once occasioned. 
In adults som etim es it becom es necessary 
to destroy the nerve, which is done alm ost 
instantly by dentists who have perfected 
instrum ents. No attem pt, how ever, w ill 
be m ade to do th is if it can bo avoided. 
U sually dentists will clean o ut a cavity in * 
tooth, and by packing gold filling about 
th e 
si* ies 
of 
th e 
cavity 
prevent 
it 
from touching tho exposed point of th e 
nerve and also keep food or any other m at­ 
ter from touching it. T artar will also caus* 
gum-boils. excresences and oth er disagree­ 
able troubles. Som etim es these substances 
collect just as stallactites do on eaves, and 
for a long tim e th e person know s n othing 
about it. 
To alw ays keep aw are of th e 
condition of the m outh and teeth every 
person should be provided w ith a d en tal 
m irror which would enable them re o b tain * 
com plete view of th eir m ouths. T he reader 
who possesses th is dental m irror will be 
able to see hla gum s, which in a h ealth y 
state should have a pale color, and should 
adhere closely to th e neck of th e tooth. A 
brush will usually keep th em in this con­ 
dition. aud w hen they adhere closely n a 
substance can drop down below th e neck o f 
the tooth, a t w hich point it will be rem em ­ 
bered th e enam el leaves of. 
If these prelim inary m eans are ta k e n 
th ere will be very little trouble from 
toothache, and the teeth them selves w ill 
rem ain until such tim e as th ey decay an d 
drop out from n atu ral causes.

He lived on 
Staten 
Island, near th e quarantine grounds, a

his property on Staten Island. In order 
th at lie 
m ight 
bring it easily to New 
York, he purchased a boat, on which, in the 
m orning, he would Irin g his garden truck 
for sale. aud a few neighbors as passengers, 
returning w ith the cash for one and the 
others in the evening. This, by tho way, 
was the beginning of the New York and 
Staten Island ferry. Of this old m an, Cor­ 
nelius was th e eldest son, born in the old 
farm house on

27tfi of May. 1794. 
If

Van­ 
derbilts, I should be m uch more likely to 
sta rt the race w ith the elder Cornelius, 
for the generally accepted Cornelius was 
not in his early days, nor in his m iddle fife, 
either as boy or man, worth m uch cossid. 
eration outside the line of enterprise and 
push aud daib. He never appreciated the 
advantages of education to th e ex ten t of 
cultivating himself, but in his old age he 
dem onstrated his recognition of literary at­ 
tainm ents in a m ost practical and generous 
sp irit He left, as we all know, a fortune 
variously estim ated, but probably about 
8100.000,000, w hich his son increased, 
some think, to $900,000.000, h u t at all 
events considerably over $200,000,000. 
T here is not a sp en d th rin in th e fam ily, 
there is not a scapegrace am ong them , 
They are practical business m en of sagaci­ 
ty and industry, and, 
recurring to the 
thought which branched out 
into

The present B ennett was born with an 
opportunity, and I rem em ber w hen the 
Brince of W ales was here in ISHO, saying to 
Mrs. B ennett, th e m other of th is Bennett, 
th a t there w ere but tw o m en about my age 
in all th e world whom I could honestly say 
I envied. 
One 
was th e son of Queen 
V ictoria, th e other th e son of Jam es Gordon 
B e n n ett No young m an in our history was 
ever afforded so wide a field, so lofty a 
plane, such ab u ndant am m unition as 
d a m e s tlo rd o n B e n n e tt, d r . 
G reat as th e H erald was w hen th e old 
m an died, its present proportions are such 
th a t if he w ere to retu rn and be earned 
suddenly into the pressroom , th e compos­ 
ing-room, th e long library, w ith its tele­ 
graphic, telephonic, electric equipm ents, 
he would linag ne him self th e victim of a 
delusion.

TAKING COLD. 


How E asy it is for People to Do This— 
A fter G etting It, W hat Should be 
Done to Get Rid of It. 
T he m any causes to which colds are at­ 
tributed do little m ischief, except when 
brought to bear upon a system already pre­ 
pared for them , by inattention to Hie laws 
of health icgardm g diet. bathing, exercise 
and oilier conditions requisite to secure the 
proper elim ination of w aste m atters from 
th e body. Too m uch ’’coddling” is unques­ 
tionably one of tile m ost common causes of 
catarrh. One who is inured to hardships is 
able to enduro exposures w ithout injury, 
while one unaccustom ed to like experience 
quickly succum bs. A ir-tight houses, ( lose 
and unvent lated, overheated rooms, even 
the quantity of clothing required are active 
causes, preventing developm ent of hardi­ 
hood. As a result, colds and catarrh are 
universal m aladies am ong civilized people. 
Nearly every one knows how hum iliating 
a thing cold in the head is; never quite so 
dangerous as ' lung trouble,” tho m isery is 
alm ost us great, 
There are m any variat es of colds; for in­ 
stance, th e orthodox cold. w hich begins 
after sitting in a draught, w ith chilly, 
creeping tec I iii jot up tho back, culm inating 
iii a sneeze, Dr. Clarke calls it “a contest 
betw een the eyes ana the nose to find 
which ta u run the fastest”—the running 
slackens, and the nose becomes stopped by 
the sw elling of the m ucous m em brane. 
every little air is lelt and sets the person 
sneezing. 
A nother kind will announce itself w ith­ 
out a feeling, sim ply sneezing; and. aga n, 
some tako cold first in the throat, and ufter- 
warils in Hie head. 
Then there is the 
catching cold, or “influenza,” the cause of 
which is a lig n e d to “ozone clouds.” 
The conine nest way of catching cold is 
through draughts, especially if one is ex ­ 
hausted or o erheated. getting the feet 
w et; and here let m e recom m end rubbing 
tile feet w ith alcohol. 
borne persons are sensitive in the hands, 
and if w alking or driving on a rainy day 
w ithout gloves forthw ith develop a cold, 
sitting near a closed window on a cold day, 
the glass form ing insufficient protection 
against toe coal i utsido. 
ih e rc is nlsod-.n- 
g, r of catching cold, even on a w arm day, 
ny rem aining a long tune in a room where 
th e sunlight is shut out. and windows kept 
closed for fear of dust. 
Among ladies 
the habit of changing 
heavy garm ents on a cold day for som e­ 
thing more fancy, ust to satisfy a win i i i , 
oi ten results iii serious bronchial trouble, 
i have heard of young m en w ashing th eir 
heads every m orning in cold v, aler to d e a r 
tho brain, sm ooth Hie hair. then ru«h out­ 
doors w ithout w aiting to thoroughly dry 
the hair, rn ver stopping to th in k th at 
nat ure m akes us pay back all we exact of 
her. 
Dr. Brown-Seqnard considers the feet and 
neck the very sensitive parts. His theory 
s to blow a stream of air upon the neck by 
m eans of a hollows, the air at first to I e 
slightly cold, increasing every day, until 
Hie neck can stun i an arctic blizzard. Tho 
tem perature of th e foot bath to be..iii with 
f ahrenheit, gradually reducing to p e ' 
Fahrenheit. 
J or persons w ith vigorous health, good 
circulation and freely acting skins, nothing 
is m ore wholesome th an 
T ile M o rning' Cold R a th , 
and scrub down afterw ards w ith rough 
towels, it is strengthening to the spine and 
nervous system , aud is th e best prevent­ 
ive against cold. .Those who cannot bear 
the cold bath m ight train them selves to it 
by right m ethods: these would be, to bathe 
only a portion of the body a t a tim e with 
tepid w ater, in a warm room, drying them ­ 
selves w ith the "hair glove” to toughen the 
sk n. aud got up a good circulation of toe 
blood. 
Rersons whose skins are poor in th e se­ 
cretions of tile sebaceous glands ought not 
to bathe too often, as they lose more of tins 
sebaceous m aterial I hail they can s are, 
thus leaving til© skin hard and powdery, 
therefore susceptible to all Hie changes of 
tem perature. 
This can he counteracted by rubbing at 
night w ith "salad oil.” A teaspoonful will 
be sufficient tor Hie 
body. 
Then w ear 
woollen night dresses and rub off in Hie 
m orning w ith a dry towel, 
Tako a Hot 
Distil once a w eek; this will be sufficient for 
cleanliness, as the skin purifies itself to a 
large extent. 
Let me suggest here lung gym nastics. 
They are of undeuia Ie utility 
to tiat- 
( hosted pooplo, to round shoulders, and to 
those in Hie incipiency of "phthisis.” By 
these exercises 'Which m ust be properly 
learned) full inspirations are established, 
and Ute least available parts of tile lungs— 
tile apices—receive their full com plem ent of 
air. and are stim ulated to throw off any ex­ 
isting inti hated products. 
For children liable to colds nothing is 
better than a good rubbing ^tightly with 
c d I ver oil w earing woollen nightgowns. 
.Sponge them oil in the m orning and no un- 
(Feasant odor rem ains. 
The effect is so 
beneficial th a t ail ob cction to tiffs treat­ 
m ent ought to be laid aside. 
W ear woollen or silk tm ierclothing (wool 
is decidedly the better, as it is porous), 
strong boots,rubb«rsalw ays in wet w eather. 
in regard to caid curing, nearly every 
one lias his own treatm ent. A few sug­ 
gestions, however, m ay not be amiss. 
'i he "nightcap” treatm ent is often suc­ 
cessful. A nother efficacii us rem edy is hot 
onion gruel, aud eating a quantity of highly 
Baited food is good. 
Glycerine w ith cream or whiskey will re­ 
lieve a paroxysm of coughing. A nother 
excellent rem edy, on the ii rat sym ptom s of 
cold, is to take on retiring four grains of 
Dover’s powder and two grainsof quinine in 
pill form, lf this is not successful repeat 
tho dos. no t night 
I ailing, the next hest 
thing is to consult a good physician, rem em ­ 
bering an "ounce of prei’ontioa.” 
Ch ldren m ay be given a few drops of 
sweet spirits of nitre, bathing the feet in 
hot m ustnrd w ater, and copious drinks of 
wa nu lemonade. 
Those unsightly things, "herpes,” or cold 
sores, should never be rubbed, as the vesi­ 
cles hurst and crusts form. The application 
of 
a 
little 
"(au ip h o r 
ice,” or 
fresh 
Cold Circum, W ill bo Found 
very soothing. 
Hold rooms, for those w ith a low bodily 
tem perature, are extrem ely undesirable. 
it is just as fatuous for those with constitu­ 
tional weakness to occupy cold rooms as it 
is to get into acold bath. These persons, 
and particularly fem ales, 
should 
never 
dress in a ro un w ithout a fire in w inter, 
and, while some persons w ith robust na­ 
tures can stand oue of those dum p recep­ 
tion rooms where people keen th e bim as 
closed for fear of spoiling the carpets in st 
persons will contract a severe cold during 
a half-hou"*s stay in such ap lace. If such 
a, place feels 'lam p. and one fells after en­ 
ter ng th a t he lias a d u ll--an d a chill is 
alm ost always, t ougli not invariably the 
first sym ptom s of a co d he should leave 
such a place, or insist on being shown into 
some other apartm ent, i'liis may happen in 
the m iddle of sum m er. 
There are m any people who are apt to re­ 
gard a cold as a m ere trifle, and not w orthy 
of any especial care: vet in the same breath, 
if ou a tte m p t to. console them , tiiey will 
ass rt thai a co d is one of the m ost annoy­ 
ing m aladies one could be subjected to. In 
irs incipiency a cold is not a very dangerous 
thing of itself, hut if allowed to rem ain it 
may be productive of serious results. 
A 
sim ple cold m ay r* sa lt in bronchial trouble 
and gradually continue until consum ption 
sets lit. 
Right bere a technical definition of a cold 
by a prom inent physician of London would 
be into testing, lie says that the principal 
feature of a cold is a swollen congested 
condition of the m ucous m em brane lining 
the nostrils and Hie air spaces connec od 
w ith them , and increased irritability of tho 
m em brane and increased congestion.”
